WASHINGTON - President 
Nixon Thursday asked U.S. 
district judge John Sirica to 
formally make public a grand 
jury document in which he 
and others are named as un¬ 
indicted co-conspiratars in the 
W atergate coverup case. 

Nixon's chief defence attor¬ 
ney, James St. Clair, told Siri¬ 
ca that there are no longer 
"compelling” reasons to keep 
the co-conspirator list secret 
since the news media dis-

ident’s name was on it. 

St. Clair earlier in the day 
confirmed news reports that 
the grand jury had voted 19 to 
0 to name Nixon as an unin- 
dieted co-cons pi ra Un¬ 
meaning he was implicated in 
the criminal conspiracy but 
faces no criminal penalties. 

The grand jurors reportedly

Order for others 
in White House 
was: Take leave 


WASHINGTON (UPI) Almost a year before a federal 
grand jury named him as an unindicted co-conspiratcr in the 
Watergate coverup. President Nixon said privately that any 
White House official in that position would be ordered to take 
a leave of absence immediately. * 

But a White House spokesman adamantly refused Thurs¬ 
day to discuss the situation when asked if the president now 
is considering such action for himself in view of the grand 
jury’s vote last February to name him as an unindicted co¬ 
conspirator. 

"I’m not going to accept questions such as that relating 
to the president of the United States,” deputy press secretary 
Gerald Warren told reporters with obvious irritation. 

"I'm just not going to do it ... I’m not going to debate 
this matter.” 

The edited transcripts of White House tape recorded con¬ 
versations involving Nixon show that the president spelled 
out his policy April 17, 1973, when he told Assistant Attorney- 
General Henry Petersen: "Anybody that was an unindicted 
co-conspirator would then be immediately put on leave.” 

A moment before. Nixon had asked Petersen — then in 
charge of the federal Watergate investigation — to tell him 
what it meant if a person were named as an unipdicted co¬ 
conspirator. 

"That just means that, for one reason or another, we 
dont want to charge them at the time,” Petersen replied. 

"For example. I am indicted — you’re named as an unin¬ 
dicted co-conspirator. You are just as guilty as I am but you 
are a witness — we are not going to prosecute you.’

two-sentence legal brief. 

"Public disclosure as to 
these matters and any addi¬ 
tional matters deemed appro- 
i date by this court may be 
permitted since the reasons 

f. r !ii ■ < ent.mian< o of the pro¬ 
tective order are no longer 
compelling.” 

The disclosure that a feder¬ 
al grand jury had named 
Nixon added a potentially ex¬ 
plosive clement to the U.S. 
House of Representatives im¬ 
peachment inquiry Thursday. 

"I think it’s a matter 
members will view rather 
seriously,” said Represent¬ 
ative Peter Rodino, chairman 
of the House of Represent¬ 
atives jifdiciaiy committee.

‘State’ police fears echo in house 


Fears of a possible ~"state” 
police force and political in¬ 
trigue in B.C. were voiced 
Thursday in the Legislature. 

Opposition members ac¬ 
cused the government of try¬ 
ing to obtain powers that 
would enable it to set up a 
provincial police force. 

The "excessive powers" 
sought by the government, 
they said, were contained in 
the Police Act which was 


giyen second reading by the

Hugh Curtis (PC—Saanich 
and the Islands) told the 
house he feared that Attorney- 
General Alex Macdonald had 
been ’'party to creating a 
monster whfch he will be un¬ 
able to control."

TORONTO (CP) — If any¬ 
one is going to tighten his belt 
in Canada’s present infla¬ 
te mary economy, the first 
should be the federal govern¬ 
ment, Progressive Conserva¬ 
tive leader Robert Stanfield 
said Thursday night. 

Speaking to a crowd of 
about 2,500, Stanfield pledged 
a first priority for a Conser¬ 
vative government would be 
to balance its spending with 
its income. 

"We have inflation and the 
federal government is collect¬ 
ing $1.5 million more from the 
taxpayers this year than 
last," said Stanfield. 

"They are spending 25 per 
cent more and they indeed 
planned in the budget last 
May to spend $450 million 
more than they planned to 
tax,” the Conservative leader 
said. 

The government's version 
of a tight-belt policy was to 
tell old-age pensioners how to 
eat better for less, he said. 

Average Canadians cannot 
find a safe place for their sav¬ 
ings and interest rates are so 
high that most Canadians can¬ 
not afford to buy a home,” he 
said. 

He again accused Prime 
Minister Trudeau of not tell¬ 
ing the truth last week when 
Trudeau said the government 
had/ placed legislation before 
Parliament to increase old- 
age pensions.

""I figured that after 28 years I'd 
heard them all when it comes to driving 
excuses, a veteran Victoria policeman 
said Thursday, "but I've never heard 
of a man repeating himself dead.” 

Traffic division Sgt. A1 Harwood told 
this story: 

A minor accident occurred Tuesday 
night on Esquimalt Road and traffic 
police investigation led to a charge of 
no driving licence and speeding against 
a 31 -year-old Victoria man. 

Wednesday morning, Harwood got a 


phone call in the traffic office from a 
man identifying’himself as the driver's 
uncle, Edward, who said the driver had 
suffered a heart attack that morning 
and died. The "uncle” said the body of 
his nephew was at a Victoria funeral 
parlor. 

Under normal conditions, the report 
might have been accepted as truth. But 
something nagged at Harwood and he 
phoned the funeral parlor and was told 
they had no person by the driver's 
name. The same thing happened when 
Harwood phoned local hospitals. 


Harwood then phoned the home 
number of the driver given on the Tues¬ 
day accident report and asked for him. 
The person who answered said, "Just a 
minute. I’ll get him.” 

When the driver came to the phone, 
Harwood indicated he was ready to take 
out a warrant The driver admitted the 
call was a fake but added: "I do have 
an Unde Edward.” 

He will appear shortly on the charge 
and police are also considering a 
charge of public mischief.

company that all their soap 
will increase from 80 cents to 
$1.20 a case in the near fu¬ 
ture. Make sure you protect 
yourself on these particular 
lines."

raised prices June 1 but de¬ 
nied the increases had any¬ 
thing to do with fears of price 
controls.

THE SUBJECT is arrogance.

He said the minister 
mi*ht have mis-lead the House, but it was 
not done for publicity.. 

As a matter c t cold Hansard fact. David 
Anderson first brought the subject to light 
away back on the last day of the fall session. 
He asked then jwhy Case Existoloflpcal La- 
horities of Ksquimalt was not allowed to 
make a serious bid on the design of new units 
for the ferry fleet. 

AND IT IS .also a malter of cold Hansard 
fact that the speaker. G >rdon Dowding, 
ruled him out of order at that time, stating 
that the subject shouhd be brought up dur¬ 
ing the debate on estimates. 

Anderson bided his time until this week 
when the estimates were being debated and 
was immediately bounced from the house 
after he charged Strachan with making delib¬ 
erate inaccurate statements to the house on 
the “case affair. 

Then, when he tried to bring tt up the 
very next day. he was bounced for conduct¬ 
ing "tedious repetition, which was very 
strange when you consider this was only his 
second shot at what appears to be a very 
r serious matter. 

GO BACK and recall that Premier Bar¬ 
rett. then the leader of the opposition, was 
expelled from the house for repeatedly ask¬ 
ing the same question of then Attorney- 
General Les Peterson. But Barrett asked the 
same question 67 times before he was sent lo 
the showers. 

Case Laboratories did not get a chance to 
bid on the same set of specifications that 
were given to the Seattle firm of Nickham 


and Spaulding and the Seattle firm got the 
contract. 

The contract was for $577,000 anl yet, the 
Seattle firm merely had to re-copy and possi¬ 
bly do slight alterations on designs it had al¬ 
ready drawn up for the Washington Ferry 
Authority. If the cost of re-copying came to 
more than $150,000 a lot of marine engineers 
will be scratching their heads. 

ANDERSON says Strachans story on the 
specifications difference is full of holes and 
that because of the awarding of the contract 
to Nickham and Spawlding. the professional 
reputation of the local Case company has 
been severely damaged. 

I went through the whole Case argument 
many months ago and asked, in this space, 
why a local firm was being treated in such a 
manner, why the contract was being award¬ 
ed to a United States company when this 
local firm had proved many times over it* 
capability to handle jobs of this magnitude. 
Not only handle them, but handle them with 
complete competence. 

That was eight months ago. The same 
question holds good today because Case still 
has all the necessary expertise to do the job. 

IT SHOULD also be pointed out that the 
figure submitted by Case, on a different set 
of specifications a tougher set was 
roughly $‘20,000 more than the figure accept¬ 
ed by Strachan from the Seattle firm. 
Twenty grand difference on such a contract 
is a drop-in-the-bucket. Had Case been al¬ 
lowed to bid on the SAME set of specifica¬ 
tions. the Case bid would have been consider¬ 
ably lower than the winning United States 
deal. 

The reason why $20,000 becomes drop-in- 
the-bucket? Simple — the money would be 
spent in Canada, Canadian workers would be 
drawing the salaries, they would be spending 
the money in Canada, in British Columbia. 

AS IT STANDS now. precious little of the 
nearly $600,000 being paid to Nickham and 
Spawlding will be spent in Canada — if 
indeed, any of it will be spent in Canada. 

The government's attitude on this case is 
purely and simply an attitude of arrogance, 
which, of course.' is strange in light of the 
longstanding bleat of the NDP that the main 
reason the citizens of British Columbia gave 
the boot to W. A. C. Bennett and friends, 
was because the Socreds had became ar¬ 
rogant. 

The shoe has been successfully filled to 
the other foot and is now being worn by the 
likes of David Barrett and Robert Strachan. 

And David Anderson should be applauded 
for his exposure of the arrogance.

The defence filed several 
motions seeking to learn the 
names of any unindicted co- 
cospirators. and Jaworski, in 
briefs filed Wednesday, said 
that he would divulge diem at 
some ixiinl in the future. He 
apparently has tried to delay 
such action until the judiciary 
committee votes on an im¬ 
peachment resolution. 

St. Clair said that when 
Nixon was informed of the 
grand jury action a few weeks 
ago he replied: "They just 
don’t have the evidence and 
they are wrong." 

"He’s not a co-conspiratnr 
only because a grand jury 
says he is," St. Clair said, "it 


won’t be the first time a 
grand jury was wrong — and 
it has no legal effect."

Bennett added he had docu¬ 
mented proof that some body 
shops had to wait for extend¬ 
ed periods for payments from 
the Inwjranee Corp. of B.C., 
which administers the govern¬ 
ment-run automobile insur¬ 
ance scheme. 

Strachan told the Legisla¬ 
ture Thursday that Bennett 
was referring to one of the 
three ibody shops in Houston, 
one of which had submitted 
incorrect accounts and, for 
that reason, had to wait some 
time for payment from ICBC.

Price sisters weaker 


LONDON (AP) The 

parents of the hunger-striking 
Price sisters flew unexpected¬ 
ly to London from Northern 
Ireland Thursday night amid 
new efforts toy the British 
government to persuade the 
sisters to abandon their fast. 

Dolours and Marion Price 
were officially reported 
“weaker” on the 204th day of 
their hunger strike in Lon¬ 
don’s Brixton prisfin. 

They have been living on 
water for the last three weeks 
after finally refusing to co¬ 
operate with prison authori¬ 
ties in being fed through 
tubes. 

The British Press Associa¬ 
tion news agency, reporting 
the arrival of the parents, 
said Albert Price and his wife 
delined to talk to reporters. 

The home office said it had 
no knowledge of their trip, 
and would not ctomment on 
suggestions that they were in¬ 
volved in new arrangements 
to end the sisters’ fast. 

Following the death of an¬ 
other Irish Republican Army 
prisoner, Michael Gaughan. 
who had also been on a 
protest fast, Lord Brockway, 
a leftwing peer and champion 
of humanitarian causes, visit¬ 
ed the sisters in London’s 
Brixton prison. 


Marion. 20. and Dolours, 23. 
are serving life sentences for 
IRA car bombings in London 
last year which injured 21 


people. They arr demanding 
transfer to a Northern Ireland 
prison and treatment as politi¬ 
cal prisoners. 




Angry Amin threatens 
to expel every Briton 

KAMPALA, Uganda (UPI) — President Idi 
Amin threatened Thursday to expel all British citi¬ 
zens from Uganda in retaliation for a report accus¬ 
ing him of instituting a reign of terror. 

The report, Issued earlier this week by the Gene¬ 
va-based International Commission of Jurists, ac¬ 
cused the Uganda government of responsibility fdr 
the deaths or disappearance of tens of thousands of 
Ugandans. 






Brockway. playing the role' 
of go-between, was reported 
to have suggested to the 
sisters that the British gov¬ 
ernment would grant their 
transfer "in the not too dis¬ 
tant future" if they gave up 
their hunger strike. 

The sisters, who are livipg 
only on water, were said by 
the home office to be 
“weaker." The IRA has 
warned of “devastating" re¬ 
prisals if they die. 

Brockway told reporters 
after seeing the sisters, “The 
situation is delicate. I will 
make no comment, except to 
say that I am more hopeful 
than when I went in." 

Home Secretary Roy Jen¬ 
kins has said he will not move 
the sisters to a Northern Ire¬ 
land jail under the pressure of 
their hunger strike, but he 
•has not ruled out a transfer if 
they end the protest

Viscount Suirdale, heir to 
the earldom, announced the 
reward, but declined to name 
a figure. 


LLMA. Peru (UPI) — A gi¬ 
gantic “overnight" lake in the 
Andes mountains of Peru 
Thursday began spilling over 
the natural dam formed six 
weeks ago when a mountain 
collapsed and blocked a river 
where it rushes through a 
steep ca'nyon. 

Although the spillover 
began with a dribble, hydrau¬ 
lics experts feared it could de¬ 
velop into a wall of water 150 
feet high and rushing forward 
at 100 miles an hour. 

The flow through a channel 
cut in the top of the dike dried 
up during the day, and the 
unleashing of the tons of 
water was not expected for 
another day at least. 

More than 700 million cubic 
yards of water — 150 times 
the volume of Lake Mead at 
Hoover Dam and 10 times 
that of Egypt’s Lake Nasser 
behind f the Aswan High Dam 


had collected behind the 
lil’a-mile-wide natural dam 
over the Mantaro River, 8,000 
lcet above sea level. 

The flow of water from the 
15-mile-long lake began as a 
trickle through a canal cut in 
the top of the two-mile-wide 
residue of landslide, located 
in remote area only 175 miles 
from the Pacific Ocean, but 
on the other side of the peaks 
of the Andes Mountains. 

But within 24 to 48 hours, 
hydraulics engineers in the 
ministry of agriculture ex¬ 
pected erosion to widen the 
channel, sweep the earth and 
rocks aside, and unleash the 
waters in a spectacular and 
dangerous wave. 

According to some es¬ 
timates, the crest* of the flood 
could reach tidal wave pro¬ 
portions. a wall of water 50 
yards high traveling at some 
100 miles per hour. 


To prevent the flood from 
breaking loose at nighl, engi¬ 
neers bolstered the Mantaro 
hydroelectric dam further up¬ 
stream and cut the river flow 
for almost 12 hours before 
daybreak Thursday. 

Army troops worked all 
night to evacuate nearby vil¬ 
lages from a quarter-mile 
stretch to either side of the 
which curves down lo the cast 
and joins a river tributary to 
the Amazon, which in turn 
quickly joins another tribu¬ 
tary. 

Nearly 6,000 persons were 
evacuated from the banks of 
the Mantaro, from small trib¬ 
utary streams expected to be 
backed up from their mouths 
by the force of the flood seek¬ 
ing an outlet, 1 and from the 
upper reaches of the rivers ii 
feeds into. Eventually, ihe 
whole lake will flow into the 
Atlantic Ocean via the Ama- 


SASKATOON (CP) — Social 
Credit (Leader Real Caouette 
said Thursday that Prime 
Minister Trudeau should have 
acted on home mortgages be¬ 
fore the election if he serious¬ 
ly wanted to soke home own¬ 
ership problems in Canada. 

"Trudeau was in power." 
Caouette told a news confer¬ 
ence. "He had all the powers 
to put more money into mort¬ 
gages; he had all the powers 
to lower interest rates. And 
he didn’t do it." 

He was commenting on Tru¬ 
deau’s announcements in Van¬ 
couver and Regina of mea¬ 
sures to increase availability 
of mortgage money and to 
lower interest rates to as little 
as 4 per cent for low-income 
families. 

Caouette said the announce¬ 
ment indicates the Liberals 
are worried about the election 
outcome. 

Elsewhere: 

• In Toronto, Progressive 
Conservative leader Robert 
Stanfield brushed off the hous¬ 
ing proposals. 

He said the proposals are 
simply expansion of an eight¬ 
line reference in the budget 
whose defeat in Parliament 
brought down the Liberal gov¬ 
ernment. 


Trudeau mentioned in Rer 
gina a broadening of the As¬ 
sisted Home Ownership Pro¬ 
gram 4AHOP) to ensure that 
the average families need not 
pay more than 22 per cent of 
their income to own a home. 

Stanfield said not one per¬ 
son in Toronto, Thunder Bay, 
Sudbury or London, Ont., was 
able to make use of AHOP in 
the last six months of HI?:;, 
the last period for which sta¬ 
tistics were available.

San Francisco. 

The indictment, returned in 
U.S. District Court in San 
Francisco and announced by 
-.he justice department here, 
accused Miss Hearst and 
other unnamed defendants of 
using firearms to commit rdb- 
bery. crimes carrying max¬ 
imum penalties totalling 35 
years in prison. 

The indictment was the sec¬ 
ond and most serious federal 
charge filed against Miss 
Hearst. the 20-year-old news¬ 
paper heiress abducted Feb. 4 
ny the Jfymbionese Liberation 
Arm>^J 

In a tape recording. Miss 
Hearst subsequently said she 
renounced her family and 
claimed to have joined the 
SLA. 

She and other SLA 
members were identified in 
photographs taken in the bank 
during the robbery April 15.

Grand jury continues 
quizzing on erasure 


WASHINGTON (UPI) 
'Presidential aide Stephen 
Bull, one of five persons who 
handled a damaged Water¬ 
gate tape, was questidned for 
a second time Thursday by a 
grand jury investigating 
whether criminal acts were 
involved^ndhe’TS-minute era¬ 
sure. 

It was learned that Rose 
Mary Woods, President Nix¬ 
on's personal secretary who 
transcribed the tape involved, 
also appeared before die 
grand jury during the day. 

Emerging after a 4 Vi-hour 
session before the grand jury, 
Bull said he considered him¬ 
self "an important witness" 
, in the case. But he hedged on 
whether he was warned that 
he now is a target of the 
investigation. 

"We have received no letter 
to that effect," he said. 

Asked if he had been 
wamed-urally. Bull hesitated. 

"Well," he said, “any warn¬ 
ings I would not w ish to char¬ 


acterize in the grand jury. I 
consider these proceedings 
and testimony given there sa¬ 
crosanct and private and I 
would be violating that princi¬ 
ple if I said anything fur¬ 
ther." 

Pressed for a yes-or-no an¬ 
swer, he replied; “Ithink I an¬ 
swered it properly." 

It was apparently the grand 
jury’s first meeting since the 
release Tuesday of* the final 
report from a panel of six 
technical experts, who said 
(lie 18-minute gap on a tape 
of a conversation between 
Nixon and former aide H. R. 
Haldenian June 20, 1972, was 
caused by at least five erase 
and re-record operations, all 
done by hand. Nixon and Hal- 
deman discussed a public re¬ 
lations “offensive” against 
Watergate during that ses¬ 
sion. 

Although the report strongly 
suggested the action was de¬ 
liberate. it fixed no blame and 
suggested no suspects. A 


White House-hired audio ex¬ 
pert, Dr. Michael Hecker, 
agreed with nearly all the 
panel’s conclusions, but held 
out the possibility that an "in¬ 
ternal malfunction" of the 
tape machine might have 
been partly responsible. 

Hecker also testified before 
the grand jury Thursday. 

Bull left the guarded grand 
jury room several times to 
consult with his attorney, 
and at one point sent to the 
White House for a briefcase 
full of materials. 

When the gap was disclosed 
last Nov. 21, U.S. District 
Judge John Sirica held 
lengthy hearings and testimo¬ 
ny indicated the erasure prob¬ 
ably occurred between Oct. 1 
and Nov. 12, 1973. Bull was 
one of those who handled the 
tape during that time. 

The others, according to the 
sworn testimony, were the 
president, Miss Woods, White 
House lawyer Fred Buzhanit 
and presidential aide John 
Bennet.

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Sour and soggy 


T AKE CARE, Prime Minister Trudeau warns 
the electorate. Don’t be taken in by election 
promises, says he. “When you get a lot of promises 
from politicians in this election,” he is quoted as ad¬ 
vising a Courtenay audience earlier this week, 
"just ask yourself if they are pie in the sky." 

Good thinking, Mr. Prime Minister, good ad¬ 
vice: there always are going to be some gullible 
voters who won’t wake up to the facts of political 
life until they get hit in the face with one of those 
pies, and find as well that the taste is wry. 

But what about the goings-on the day after 
vou issued that warning, after the return to Van 
couver of the Trudeau entourage, and the party 
faithful rallied around for a pep session? 

The main purpose of the get-together, ap¬ 
parently, was to make some promises on the hous¬ 
ing plank if the Liberals are elected. Promises were 
made that home-buyers would be able to find 
cheaper mortgage money and would be able to 
make lower down-payments. At least that is the 
gist of what has all the appearance of being a pie in 
lhe sky. 

Of course, when he talks about being wary of 
election promises Mr. Trudeau is talking only about 


those coming from his opponents. And the Liberal 
housing pie could come down from the sky, in 
which case the voting public is likely to find a fill¬ 
ing that is sour and pastry that is soggy. 

The prime minister told his cohorts the 
present interest rates on mortgages were “intolera¬ 
ble” to the government and have to be lowered. 
And the Liberal plan was to channel all low down¬ 
payment mortgage funds into “moderately-priced” 
housing for people in ordinary circumstances—the 
middle-income crowd that makes up a large part of 
the electorate. 

He did not give a definition of “moderately- 
priced” housing although there was indication that 
the government is looking at about $45,000 as the 
top limit of the “moderately-priced” bracket. 

Real estate and mortgage experts have been 
quick to point out, though, that $45,000 is virtually 
low-priced housing, and that is not only in these 
parts of the country'. 

There are more sour berries in the pie than 
that one, too, the experts say, which; doesn’f help 
matters any more than if it remained up there, out 
of reach. 


Toward equality again 

B ACK IN 1945 the British Columbia government property throughout the province was to be evalu- 

roceived from Maxwell A. Cameron, as sole ated for school taxation, and therefore almost uni- 


commissioner of an inquiry into educational fi¬ 
nance, a report which had a profound effect in 
later years. The Cameron report proposed that 
provincial grants for schools be increased substan¬ 
tially and be distributed in such a way as to make 
it possible for each local school district to provide a 
standard, or provincial, program of education by 
imposing on its property a fixed, low tax rate. The 
report led to the enlargement of school districts — 
there were then 649 of them with 120,000 pupils, 
and the report called for amalgamations to reduce 
the number to 74 — and perhaps more important¬ 
ly, it led to a more equitable method of taxing prop¬ 
erty for schools. And, as it turned out, the more 
equitable method extended, in most cases, to other 
purposes. 

The financing proposal, Dr. Cameron wrote, 
implied that the ratio of assessed value of proper¬ 
ties to “true" value should be made roughly uni¬ 
form throughout the province, "as it would be ob¬ 
viously unjust to grant larger sums to one commu¬ 
nity than to another only because it appeared 
poorer because it assessed as a lower rate or ratio. 
A municipality could knowingly or unknowingly 
increase its grants merely by underassessing. More 
than that, if the assessment ratios vary much with 
the municipality, that is, if some properties are 
considerably underassessed or overassessed rela¬ 
tive to others, local taxes including school taxes are 
unfairly apportioned, and dissatisfaction results. 
The sense of justice of our taxpayers is so well de¬ 
veloped that they can reconcile themselves to car¬ 
rying a fairly heavy burden as long as they can be 
convinced that the burden is justly distributed.” 

Eight years went by before the Equalization of 
Assessments Act was passed, providing that real 


versally in practice for other local taxation, accord¬ 
ing to set standards. For a time this came to mean 
that property was supposed to be assessed at 50 
per cent of market value, although there were 
always some discrepancies. But the approximation 
of equality was destroyed when the government in¬ 
troduced first a limit of 5 per cent a year on 
increases in municipal assessment totals, and then 
a limit of 10 per cent a year on increases in individ¬ 
ual assessments, in the guise of protection of prop¬ 
erty owners from rising local taxation — a silly 
guise, since lower valuations mean higher tax rates 
to provide the same revenue. 

The New Democratic government last year 
took a step not to restore equality but to give farm¬ 
ers and homeowners a better deal than business 
and the holders of undeveloped land. It removed 
the 10 per cent assessment increase limitation from 
all but home and farm properties. 

But now it seems British Columbia is on the 
way back to equalization, at least as far as it can be 
achieved in a day of rapidly changing values. Bills 
before the legislated? will establish a B. C. Assess¬ 
ment Authority which will be responsible for valua¬ 
tion of real property throughout the province for 
tax puiposes, and will require that all property be 
assessed at its 1973 market value for the 1975 
assessment roll. ' 

Property taxation is by no means the fairest of 
taxation — it does not reflect ability to pay — and 
there may be some disparities in the new assess¬ 
ment plan because of the rapid change of market 
values in some places. But this is a long step to¬ 
ward satisfying again what Dr. Cameron wrote of 
29 years ago as the taxpayers’ well developed sense 
of justice. 


What makes them run?

New 
Democratic, Social Credit, or 
What’s-It candidate. 

They’re sloshing down count¬ 
less cups of coffee, making 
endless .speeches that become 
intolerably -boring w ith unend¬ 
ing repetition, getting up 
early to -*hake hands with 
strangers at bus stops, office 
building doors and factory,

gates, staying up late plan¬ 
ning tomorrow’s campaign¬ 
ing, and worrying all night 
w hether any of it is going to 
work. 

OK, so it’s a lot of hard 
work, and can’t ready be 
much fun. 

And after watching 12 elec¬ 
tions end to end, and spending 
far too many years aixxind 
politics and politicians, it 
might be supposed you’d 
know what makes them run. 

Not really. 

Still remains a mystery. 

They can’t all be winners, 
and that political form chart 
shows that for every one of 
the 264 who make it, usually 
two, and often three or more 
muss it.

So the brutal odds are that 
in the field of more than 1,000 
candidates, ad but tlie fortu¬ 
nate few. die lucky 264, will 
go to bed sometime after mid¬ 
night July 8 with a mindful of 
blurred memories, in a fog of 
fatigue, nagged by the knowl¬ 
edge ^that there are more 
^campaign bids already piled 
up and still piling up than 
money to cover them. 

And tlie fortunate few, arc 
they that much luckier? 

They’ve wound up with a 
seat in Parliament and that 
same stack of unpaid bills as 
the losers. 


Bids? How come? 

Ask any candidate, and die 
answer’s die same. 

Put it all together — every 
last nickel that comes from 
party headQuarters, every 
penny from friends and sup- 
portfcrs — and it’s never 
enough. 

Draft a businesslike budget, 
stick like glue to it, and still, 
mabe a couple of weeks from 
ejection day it runs out. 

So the candidate, having 
gone this far, says, in desper¬ 
ation, "OK, go ahead, buy ithe 
newspaper ads. or the TV 
spots, or more mailings, or 
hire those extra people for the 
phones, spend die dough, we ll 
scrape it up later.” 

Maybe he wins as one of the 
lucky 264. 

But there arc always more 
losers, and they are alone, die 
morning after the votes are 
counted, with their memories 
and those balls. 

The winners? 

What’s the prize?

Citizenship 

Glad to welcome you back 
to my doorstep this a.m. 
along with the two best col¬ 
umnists in die business, Rich¬ 
ard Jackson and Gorde Hunt¬ 
er.

To the best of my knowl¬ 
edge. the registration of 
births in Great Britain was 
not mandatory until near the 
turn of the century. Of course 
thef upper strata of society 
refiftered their births for ob¬ 
vious reasons, but tlie peas¬ 
ants at the bottom of the pile 
mostly kept their own records 
of births, marriages, and 
deaths on the front page of 
the family Bible, so it seems 
that if you really want to 4>e 
n lile to piove that you are a 
Canadian citizen you are go¬ 
ing to literally do some dig¬ 
ging. 

The sinister part of this is 
that, knowing the tempera¬ 
ment of many of the seniors, 
they are not going to be both¬ 
ered with all that bookkeeping 
to get something that they 
always considered they al¬ 
ready had, and the end result 
will be that many of the se¬ 
niors will find that they can¬ 
not vote in any election after 
July 1.

The government's strategy 
consists of trying to make in¬ 
dustry and commerce absorb 
much of the rising costs indef¬ 
initely, while hoping that, 
from now on, the unions will 
voluntarily restrain their 
wage demands. Flimsier, 

more unrealistic, defences 

against catastrophe it would 

be hard to imagine. 

The Conservatives, who, 

when their own anti-inflation 


policy ran into stiff union opo- 
sition and generated an inevi¬ 
table amount of unemploy¬ 
ment, lost their nerve and 
backed down, have little con¬ 
structive to suggest. The ef¬ 
fect is simply of bickering. 

It has been left to the news¬ 
papers. and to such highly re¬ 
spected magazines as Tlie 
Economist, to sound any ade¬ 
quate alarm. There is no way, 
they point out, that an individ¬ 
ual can now protect the value 
of his savings or his standard 
of living. The pincers-of infla¬ 
tion and progressive taxation 
make it impossible. 

★ * ★ 

Except for the lowest-paid, 
before-tax salary increases 
need to be about twice the 
rate of inflation, merely to 
keep pace. If the present 
rates of inflation and of tax 
continue, a man earning 
524,000 this year will need at 


least 596.000 in 1978. And he 
won’t get it. 

It seems almost Incredible 
that, an such a situation, the 
politicians should go on hag¬ 
gling about exactly what dis¬ 
tribution of wealth is "fair," 
about u'hat should be taxed 
and what subsidized, about 
whether profits are immoral 
and how far industry ought to 
lie controlled by the govern- 
mem. 

If matters continue on their 
present course, there will 
soon be nothing to distribute 
except worthless bits *>of 
paper. And yet tlie irrespon¬ 
sibility — or inadequacy — of 
Britain’s political leaders is 
not much worse than that 
being shown by the politicians 
of many other Western coun¬ 
tries faced, in greater or less¬ 
er degree, with the same 
problem. 

. Unless something effective 
is done, this is a catastrophe 
■which could overwhelm us all. *

Unconcern over nuclear help masks distress over economic aid stoppage

While publicly unconcerned 
over Canada's suspension of 
further nuclear technical as¬ 
sistance, Indian government 
officials privately admit they 
are distressed over plans by 
Canada, Japan and other 
countries to scrap all econom¬ 
ic aid programs. 

Canada’s angry reaction to 
India's first nuclear explosion 
May 18 came just before a 
scheduled June 12 meeting of 
the World Bank’s Aid India 
consortium in Paris. 

Since the United States sus¬ 
pended the bulk of its aid to 
India during the 1971 Indo- 
Pakistan war, Canada had 
been the leading advocate 
among the 12-nation consor¬ 
tium for increased aid to 
India.

Fury out of all proportion 


Burma 
forced 
to sink 
its pride

The lure of big profits has 
the socialist government of 
Burma inviting foreign capi¬ 
talists to share in a search for 
oil. 

Such a development would 
have been unthinkable not too 
long ago. Burma remains 
about as mistrustful as it ever 
was of foreigners in general, 
and of capitalists in particu¬ 
lar. 

But this Southeast Asian 
country’s economy has been 
itagnating for so many years 
hat something had to be 


Burma’s big hope.jtow is 
offshore oil, and apparently 
the only organizations around 
with the knowhow and the 
money needed to find the oil 
and extract it are big capital¬ 
istic oil concerns. 

Burma’s decision last 
month to award contracts to 
foreign oil companies is dra¬ 
matic as a sign of how deeply 
concerned the country’s lead¬ 
ers are over the failures of 
Burmese-style socialism. 

When Burma’s army lead- 
er&^tOdk over the country 12 
years ago, they saw socialism 
as the key to the moderniza¬ 
tion of Burma. 

They were also obsessed 
with a desire not to offend 
Burma’s big neighbor to the 
north, Chinn. They terminated 
private western assistance 
programs and cultural ex¬ 
changes with the United 
States. 

★ ★ ★ 

The Burmese leaders were 
disgusted with the slug¬ 
gishness, corruption, and inef¬ 
ficiency of the country’s civil¬ 
ian politicians. 

They expropriated business 
run by the local Indians and 
Chinese and nationalized eco¬ 
nomic distribution and pur¬ 
chasing systems all the way 
down to the local level. 
Banks, almost all large indus¬ 
tries, and even many small 
private enterprises were 
taken over by the govern¬ 
ment. 

But more than a decade of 
what is called here the “Bur¬ 
mese way to socialism” has 
meant a'lower standard of liv¬ 
ing and a steady decline in 
most exports. 

★ ★ ★ 

After years of comparative 
price stability, waves of infla¬ 
tion have been battering 
Burma — largely due to bud¬ 
get deficits, food shortages, 
and distribution breakdowns. 

About a year ago, the gov¬ 
ernment decided to begin ne¬ 
gotiations with foreign oil 
companies for their participa¬ 
tion in offshore-oil exploration 
on a profit-sharing basis. 

Just recently the first con¬ 
tract was awarded to a group 
of three foreign companies. It 
provides for oil exploration in 
four of the 25 offshore explo¬ 
ration blocks into which the 
Burma coastal area has been 
divided by the government. 
Each block includes about 
3,800 square miles. 

★ ★ ★ 

Details of the profit-sharing 
arrangement were not an¬ 
nounced. 

The foreign companies in¬ 
volved in the negotiations 
have included a Japanese con¬ 
sortium, a Gcrman-French- 
Italian group, an Australian 
group, and several major 
American oil companies.

India’s successful detonation of a nuclear device 
last month represented a milestone for that country 
— but hardly meant a major change in world power 
relationships. 


China, France and Russia 
reacted properly — neither 
shocked nor overly concerned. 
Britain expressed a degree of 
unhappiness. But Canada and 
the United States responded 
with great dismay, disap¬ 
pointment and even anger —^ 
all out of proportion to {he 
significance of the event it¬ 
self. 

America’s reaction can be 
attributed primarily to the 
long-held belief of many U.S. 
experts that the biggest gap 
in the chain reaction cf prolif¬ 
eration was from the fifth to 
the sixth nuclear power. 
“From the sixth to the six¬ 
teenth the progression might 
be rapid,” the specialists 
always used to say. 


In reality, the number of 
nations possessing the bomb 
has nothing to do with the 
problem. Their race toward 
nuclear capability began ttl? 
day the United States bombed 
Hiroshima, and It will not end 
as long as the myth prevails 
among nations that acquisi¬ 
tion of the bomb is a sure"' 
road to security — a way to 
relate to the major powers on 
a basis of equality. 


Russia acquired the bomb 
in 1949. She was driven by the 
conviction that her security 
interests, opposed by the Unit¬ 
ed States, could be protected 
only by going nuclear. 

Britain and France followed 
suit in 1952 and 1960 — for the 
same reason, security. De 
Gaulle, it was reported, found 
it difficult to believe that the 
United States would risk New 
York if Paris were under at¬ 
tack. 


China joined the club in 
1964. a development which 
surely enhanced her feeling cf 
security, but which created 
great insecurity elsewhere in 
Asia. 

India had come to label 
China as her greatest threat 
after the Sino-Indian war of 
1962. The Chinese nuclear ex¬ 
plosion heightened Indian 
fears. It led to increased de¬ 
mands by public and politi¬ 
cians alike that India acquire 
the bomb to safeguard her se¬ 
curity. 

While the policy-makers of 
India did not bow to public 


Vital food insurance 
destroyed by ‘progress’

The profuse varieties of plant life that man has used for 
centuries to breed his food crops are rapidly disappearing 
from almost every part of the world. In South Asia, Africa 
and Central America, the primitive regions that once served 
as living storage banks of plant diversity are being lost as 
modem civilization extends its reach deeper into those areas. 

The erosion of genetic material may prove to be a criti¬ 
cal lass, since plant specialists have repeatedly returned to 
these primitive areas when new disease appeared in modem 
crops such as hybrid com or wheat. 

In Afghanistan and other sections of Central Asia the 
diversity of wild wheats was once so large that resistant 
strains to the new diseases could usually be found. For com, 
the genetic base was Central America. Apples and cither frost 
trees grew wild in southern Russia. Bananas came from 
Siam; soybeans from China. Each centre contained hundreds 
and sometimes thousands of varieties. 

Although agron4(pruste have known of this genetic erosion 
for mere than a generation, the process has so accelerated in 
recent years that it now is widely feared the world may soon 
be left without the genetic material to breed resistance to fu¬ 
ture botanic diseases. 

Th« disappearance of primitive plant varieties and the 
seeds that store thWr often unique characteristics is a direct 
result scientists believe, of a modern agriculture which has 
covered vast portions of the globe with uniform, often Iden¬ 
tical crops. The genetic erosion has H*en made more serious 
by the discovery that tho new crops are often highly vulnera¬ 
ble to both pest and disease. Producing uniformly high yields, 
every plant also carries uniform weaknesses. If one plant 
falls prey to a disease, all fall prey. 

An internationally funded agricultural committee, in a 
report marked “confidential,” concluded that “the threat of 
disaster from pest and disease is being increased while the 
genetic diversity on which to draw for resistance as being 
seriously diminished." At present, the report said, “such haz¬ 
ards are global.’ 

These crops most endangered, the report noted, were 
wheat, rice, and barley, but it emphasized that almost every 
plant man uses for food is affected. 


‘Miracle’ grains guilty 

As late as 1950 only North America and portions kxf west¬ 
ern Europe had developed agricultures sophisticated enough 
to reduce crops to a few high yield varieties. In other coun¬ 
tries agriculture remained a family affair and varieties of 
com or wheat, for example, usually differed from village to 
village or even household to household. 

In the late 1960s, ttb Introduction of the “miracle’ grains 
developed speeifieally for tropical climate* spelled the end 
for many of these genetic centres. Primitive varieties were 
lost in country after country as farmers adopted the new 
high-yield forms. 

In two countries, India and Pakistan, the combined use of 
western-developed wheats rose from 25 acres in 1965 to 25 
million acres in 1971. In Sri Lanka (Ceylon) 90 per cent of the 


rice crop is presently planted in the three or four new varie¬ 
ties, supplanting thousands of primitive forms. 

In other cases, the outw-ard spread of cities has turned 
some genetically vuloahle areas into streets and lawns. And 
occasionally a lack c i understanding can cause critical 
losses. During a serious drought in Afghanistan in the 1960s, 
the United States began delivering emergency flour. Afgh¬ 
anistan farmers, who used a wide diversity of wheat types, 
were made secure by the deliveries and ground their seed 
stock into flour for additional supplies. 

No one knows how many seed types have been lost al¬ 
together, according to George Sprague, agronomist at the 
University of Illinois. “All you can be sure of,” he said, “Is 
that most of them have disappeared and that they are gone 
forever.” 

While the increase in food production from the new grain 
types has been impressive, Sprague and a growing number of 
other agronomists believe they may lead pocr countries down 
the primrose path to a food disaster. 


It’s not ‘if’ but ‘when’ 

“We’re not talking about a couple of villages, we re talk¬ 
ing about thousands of square miles that are all planted in 
uniform crops,” said Dr. H. Garrison Wilkes, a specialist in 
com genetics at the University of Masachusetts. “And the 
question is not if a disease strikes the new varieties, but 
when.” 

In their wllderneos state, Wilkes aaid, both plants and the 
diseases which attack them are forever adapting to each 
other through the evolutionary process. The diseases mutate 
new forms of attack, th) plants new forms of resistance. 
Under modern agriculture plants no longer mutate, bat ars 
grown from new seeds each year for continuous high yields. 
The mutation of diseases, however, cannot be stopped. 

When a disease find the vulnerable point of a uniform 
crop, the results are similar to that of the com blight that 
struck the United States in 1970. ^ 

By the end ci the season about 15 per cent of the corn 
crops had been lost nationwide. In some sections of the South 
the losses ran higher than 50 per cent. 

There are other examples. A virulent new rust destroyed 
75 per cent of this country’s Durham wheat crop between 1953 
and 1954. Scientists now believe that the Irish potato blight 
which caused millions to starve in the 1840s was the result of 
uniformity in that crop. 

The short supply of food reserves world-wide has raised 
the question of whether another com blight or similar disease 
can be absorbed. 

“In 1970 I knew we would make it because there was a 
year’s supply of corn In reserve,’ said Dr. H. O. Graumann, 
director of agricultural research at USD A. ”We just don’t 
have that cushion now.” 

The activity by the United States, and its support of other 
international efforts, is partly a result of a lack of any gene¬ 
tic base of its own. Thus the United States, with the largest 
food production of any nation, is extremely vulnerable to an 
epidemic attack on a food crop for which it may have no 
stocks to breed resistance.

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pressure at the time, they re¬ 
fused to sign the nonprolifera¬ 
tion treaty of 1968. 

Preparations for India's 
first nuclear test were two 
years in the making, with the 
blast itself occurring last 
month not only because ihc 
scientists were ready but be¬ 
cause the regime of Prime 
Minister Indira Gandhi con¬ 
sidered the moment oppor¬ 
tune. 

The device was of a com¬ 
paratively low yield — in the 
range of 10 to 15 kilotens of 


TNT — considerably smaller 
than the bombs dropped on 
Hiroshima and Nagasaki. 

While the test places the 
bomb within India's reach, 
she has no delivery capabili¬ 
ty. She is decades behind in 
electronics, aerospace, sub¬ 
marine, radar and missile 
technologies. If for this reason 
only, the alarm sounded in 
Canada and the United States 
and echoed in Japan and 
Pakistan — is out of propor¬ 
tion to the event. 


On close examination, it is 
clear that India’s new' nuclear 
capability will have no influ¬ 
ence on the world scene. As it 
stands, the two superpowers 
ignore even Britain and 
France as they go about set¬ 
tling tiie world’s problems. 
What difference could India's 
prlmlfKi) device possibly 
make? 

Whether West Germany, 
Japan. Egypt, Israel, Pakis¬ 
tan and other non-nuclear 
states develop the bomb will 
depend on their own security 
needs. Almost any nation 
could go nuclear, given the 
will and the technology to do 
so. 

The timing will be dictated 
by international events and 
the perceptions of the leader¬ 
ship in power. India has not 
opened the floodgates. 


India has registered some 
undeniable, though limited, 
gains by exploding a nuclear 


device. The test has enabled 
Prime Minister Gandhi to 
rally public opinion behind 
her at a time when she is fac¬ 
ing substantial domestic in¬ 
stability as a result of severe 
food shortages. 

India has regained some of 
the lost prestige on the world 
scene. Above all, limited nu¬ 
clear capability will allow 
India to have a more indepen¬ 
dent foreign policy, which she 
compromised when she signed 
the defence pact with Russia. 

But testing til? bomb repre¬ 
sent* no progress for India in 
the realm where progress is 
most needed. It is tragic that 
India's new status among na¬ 
tions does nothing toward de¬ 
feating two of her major ene¬ 
mies — overpopulation and 
food shortagi*. 


Nevertheless, there are 
some grounds for optimism. 
Since India was able to 
harness her scientific know¬ 
how to produce a nuclear ex¬ 
plosion, surely she can, if she' 
wills, mobilize her technology 
and natural resources to erad¬ 
icate poverty and famine. 

Perhaps now, with her 
sense of security enhanced, 
India will direct her efforts 
toward creating conditions 
which will free her people 
from the economic depriva¬ 
tion and internal instability 
that have plagued the country 
for so long.

“I've instructed my depart¬ 
ment to lake all necessary ac¬ 
tion to remove from the mar¬ 
ketplace all non-complying 
kettles at the earliest possible 
date and I am advised that 
manufacturers themselves 
have already initiated action 
to remove, from retail outlets, 
electric kettles lhat do *rw>

Ground beef tests neglected 


OTTAWA fCPl - The food 
prices review board released 
a special report on ground 
beef Thursday, predicting 
lower prices in the next few 
months and criticizing two 
government branches for al¬ 
leged failure to protect the 
public. 

John Morris, a beef special¬ 
ist with the board, said retail 
ground beef prices, which 
have been easing recently, 
will continue to drop in the 
next few months due to de¬ 
creases in the price of import¬ 
ed boneless beef. 

And the board's report said 
it is “alarming’' that so few 
tests have been done to en¬ 
sure that consumers are pro¬ 
tected against health hazards 
and economic fraud. 

The report says that be¬ 


tween January, 1972, and De¬ 
cember. 1973, only 105 tests 
for bacterial count were done 
by i he health protection 
branch, whereas review board 
investigators show poor quali¬ 
ty beef in some stores, partic¬ 
ularly in outlying areas. 

Tests for economic fraud 
between March, 1972, and 
March, 1974, by the consumer 
affairs department showed 
unsatisfactory results for 
ground beef and sausages of 
between 20 and 43 per cent for 
1,764 samples. 

Morris said at a news con¬ 
ference that the imported 
beef, from Australia and New 
Zealand, makes up only 10 
per cent of the content of 
ground beef but sets the retail 
price of ground beef to the 
consumer. 


Recently, he said, imported 
boneless beef prices have 
dropped to about 63 cents a 
pound from 72. 

Hamburger prices at Otta¬ 
wa supermarkets now are 
about 89 cents, a decrease 
from recent: prices of nearly 
51.10 a pound. 

In a couple of months, he 
added, the price could drop to 
75 cents with prices at 69 
cents for features. 

Ground chuck, which has 
less fat than hamburger, 
usually sells for 10 cents more 
a pound and ground round is 
another 10 cents more expen¬ 
sive. 

Beryl Rlumptre. chairman 
of the review board, warned 
however that a contract dis¬ 
pute in the packing industry 
could throw ihe predictions 
off kilter. A lockout of em¬ 


ployees now is in effect in Al¬ 
berta and there fs a chance it. 
could spread to other prov¬ 
inces. 

More than two-thirds of ihe 
ground beef mixtures comes 
from trimmings from beef 
carcases and producers add 
the low-fat imported beef to 
cut down fat contents below 
the :X) per ten maximum al¬ 
lowed by government regula¬ 
tion. 

The report calls for labell¬ 
ing of ground beef on super¬ 
market shelves so consumers 
can check fat contents. The 
board calls for government 
regulation to ensure the la¬ 
belling. 

Mrs. *Plumptrc told report¬ 
ers she is concerned over the 
small number of inspections 
by the health protection 
branch.

Accumulation o f pre¬ 
miums, the minister said, will 
enable the industry to "sur¬ 
vive the present market re¬ 
turns which are far below the 
basic cost of production."

TORONTO (CP) — Canadi¬ 
an industry is in danger of 
becoming the scapegoat for 
"cop-out’’ politicians unless a 
concerted effort is made to 
educate the public, Moss, 
Lawson and Co. of Toronto 
says in an investment letter. 

Inflation has caused the 
cost of living to soar and has 
sent corporate profits higher. 
But. Moss Lawscn says, re¬ 
ported profits and real profits 
are different. 

Inflation of more than 10 
per cent brings in over-stated 
earnings best exemplified by 
the price-earnings ratio — the 
relationship between stock 
pricer and earnings per 
share. In Toronto the levels 
are the lowest since the early 
1950s. Consequently, record 
profit levels are misleading. 

Over-statement of corporate 
can lings is due to outdated 
methods of evaluating inven¬ 
tories and inadequate depre¬ 
ciation charges, Moss Lawson 
says. The shortfall of depre¬ 
ciation charges, the company 
says, enhances earnings but 
does not provide for the in¬ 
creased future expenses of re¬ 
placing worn-out equipment 
and facilities. 

The 1973 United States in¬ 
ventory profits increase of 143 
per cent would have been cut 
by a third by utilizing better 
bookkeeping methods, Moss 
Lawson says. The corpora¬ 
tions paid taxes on these illu¬ 
sionary profits by not charg¬ 
ing adequate depreciation ex¬ 
penses and by usinp previous 
inventory costs rather than 
current replacement costs. 

The investment firin says a 
U.S. study shows that adjust¬ 
ed for depreciation and inven¬ 
tory costs corporate profits in

Guard dogs but no beer at World Cup 


We have never really considered 16 id 24 ounces of weight 
light-tackle fishing, but the highliners Avho are taking big. 
chinooks in Pedder Bay. Becher Bay, Sooke, and Otter Point 
waters call it “quite shallow’.” 

These big fish, being taken every day by those who know 
how, are not the usual chinooks that are taken nearly all year 
by bottom bumping in the bays and along the kelp beds. 
These are mostly what are commonly called Columbia River 
chinooks — a stocky species believed heading for the U.S. 
Columbia River — and they are mainly taken by trolling 
along the tide lines with about 60 feet of line and from 12-24 
ounces of weight, with strip, minnows or anchovies. 

Becher Bay has been the biggest producer, but the Ped¬ 
der Bay kelp bed off Bentinck Island and the tidelines out 
from Otter Point are also worth trying. 

But even if you see gocd-sized lists of these big chinooks 
in King Fisherman reports, don’t count on getting one first 
time out. You have a chance of hitting into a whopper, but 
there are a lot of boats out there for the numbers of fish 
taken, and it is mainly the experienced angler who is 
catching them. 

Big herring have been so thick ip the Sooke to Pedder 
Bay waters that anglers^have been catching them on their 
salmon gear. 

Another place for big chinooks, biggest so far a 32-pound 
tyee, is Vernon Bay. one and one half miles west of Rainey 
Bay in Albemi Inlet. These chinooks have been deep and 
moochers have been taking them with plug cut herring. 

Elsewhere in Albemi Inlet anglers have been taking 
smaller chinooks in the five to 15-pound class at shallower 
depths in Rainey Bay, Holford Bay, San Mateo and Sarita. 

Coho salmon in the five to six pounds are now being 
taken off Cape Beale and the Effingham Islands in Barkley 
Sound, which at the moment is reported “full of anchovies.” 

First tyee has been recorded from Muchalat Inlet. 

Saanich Inlet fishing for blues and chinooks showed a def¬ 
inite improvement last w-eekend. 

Softie big chinooks are being taken, mainly deep on 
Downrtgger gear, in Sansum Narrows and under the power- 
line. Porlier Pass has also been producing and a few smaller 
.chinooks have been coming fretn Cowiehan Bay. 

Tent. Thetis and Kuper Islands have heen giving up 
chinooks and blues, but they have been deep for those waters 
with anglers using one pound of weight and wire line. 

There are plenty of bluebacks all the way from Nanai¬ 
mo’s Five Fingers, through Northwest Bay, Qualicum to 
Deep Bay and Comox, and they are mostly c«i the surface 
feeding on tiny shrimp which seem to bubble all over the 
water. The blues are being taken on a variety of lures, but. 
the dogfish are also feeding on the shrimp and have been 
bothersome to anglers, especially those using bait. 

First five-pound coho from Deep Bay waters was weighed 
in Wednesday by Jchn Cushing of Deep Bay Resort. Lucky 
angler was Clarence Beatty of Bellingham who caught it off 
Chrome Island on a red Flashtail. The blues are there, but 
the weather has made hal’d fishing, reports Cushing. 

From Bates Beach comes reports of rather slow fishing 
for this time of year. The blues have moved even further out 
into the Strait, about six or seven miles out from Bates and 
weather has stopped most of the boats from going that Tar. 

The chinooks are still close to shore, but there haven’t 
been many of them. 

Off Campbell River Quathiaski Cove has been the hoi 
spot for chinooks in the 20s, with lucky anglers mooching 
with live or plug cut herring. There have been a fair number 
of blues off the Bell Ruoy and Cape Mudge, but they have 
been deep. 


It has been cold for freshwater fishing, but anglers who 
are getting out have been meeting with success. Stan Bell 
found the summer-run steelhead in Harris Creek and this 
week brought home a 16.6-pounder from Harris Creek, which 
he described as a bright silver summer-run. 

Cowiehan River in the upper reaches has been productive 
and most lakes have been producing fairly well for both trout 
and bass. 

Somenos Lake has been good at the south end near the 
rrcek for anglers using No. 4 Cowiehan spinners and Ford 
Fenders. Quamichan has been fairly good in the middle with 
lake troll and worm or frog Flatfish. 

Disturbing reports indicate Cowiehan Indians are ready 
to cancel their $6 sports permit fishing on Indian Reserve 
land along the Cowiehan River. Reports indicate they want 
no whiles on their land. Permits already issued will be 
honored, but the plan is to issue no more.

The alcohol ban is part of elaborate security arrange¬ 
ments drawn up by the organizers and aimed at ensuring a 
tournament free of trouble in the stands. 


The no-beer ruling has staggered the West Germans, who 
•ire amcclg the world's biggest beer-drinkers. Instead of the.r 
usual foaming glass of ice-cold beer, spectators will have soft 
drinks from the refreshment counters. 

Anything which could be used as a dangerous missile will 
be proribited. Plastic cups and plates will be used for snacks 
■and precautions will be taken to ensure that no bottles or 
C uns. fireworks or toilet rolls are smuggled in. 

World Cup fans also will have to pass stringent checks 


before they get near the entrance gates, and bags and par¬ 
cels will be searched. 

Two security rings will be thrown round the stadiums. 
The inner one will cover the area where the spectators con¬ 
verging on the entrance gates are controlled. The outer ring, 
a 500-yard belt, will be a sort d no-man’s land in which no 
one will be allowed to linger. It will be patrolled by police 
with dogs.

4 Speed 9 seizure at hotel may hit $250,000

The largest seizure ever on 
Vancouver Island of the con¬ 
trolled drug commonly known 
as speed was made Thursday 
in a downtown Victoria hotel 
and police said two men may 
be charged today. 

A spokesman for the multi¬ 
force Greater Victoria drug 
squad said squad members 


and Victoria police seized be¬ 
tween five and 10 lbs., of 
speed, a crystalline powder 
formally called methamphe- 
lamine. ^ 

Other sources said 10 lbs., 

Oi speed might sell on the 
street for more than $250,000. 

The police spokesman de¬ 
clined to name the hotel. He 
said that after an investiga¬ 
tion of “many weeks” officers 


were on watch from Wednes¬ 
day night until four men were 
; >icked up during the noon 
hour Thursday for question¬ 
ing. 

He said two of the men. one 
of them a Victoria area resi¬ 
dent, probably would appear 
this morning in Victoria Pro¬ 
vincial Court on a charge of 
possession of a controlled 
drug for the purpose of traf¬ 
ficking. 


The spokesman said it was 
possible others might also ap¬ 
pear in court and a different 
charge might be laid. 

One source said one of the 
men was arrested in the ho¬ 
tel’s busy cocktail lounge 
without a struggle. The drug 
seizure was made elsewhere 
in the hotel. 

Speed entered the Van- 
couver-Victoria drugs scene 


in the late 1960s shortly after 
the fad for chemical drugs 
began with LSD. It had never 
been as popular as LSD be¬ 
cause, as one source put it, 
“you don't get the bang out of 
it that you do from LSD." 

He said LSD “comes on 
quicker and lasts longer.” 

Speed is sold as a paper, 
heroin sells by the capsule, 


LSD by the hit, and mari¬ 
juana by the joint or ..baggie. 

A paper of speed costs $10 
and there are seven papers to 
a gram. With 28 grams in an 
ounce, that means an ounce of 
speed is converted into 196 
papers on the street, or $1,960 
in cash. 

Thus a pound of speed re¬ 
tails for $31,360 and 10 pounds 
goes for $313,600. 


Indications were the seizure 
might fall short of 10 pounds 
but the sources said a cash 
value of $250,000 or more 
might be involved. 

They said the largest pre¬ 
vious seizure of speed on Van¬ 
couver Island involved an es¬ 
timated 1,400 papers or about 
5 per cent of the new haul in 
Victoria.

Mrs. Elsie Hammer, one of 
the delegates, told the com¬ 
mittee she had lived on Taun¬ 
ton Street for 30 years and 
didn’t think the home was “an 
advantage to the neigh¬ 
borhood.” 

She 6aid the short, deadend 
street was "like a circus” on 
Saturday nights now because 
“we’re all two-car families.” 
and parking conditions will be 
w-oree with a home for teen¬ 
ager’s. 

Alderman Michael Young 
said it was a classic case of 
what happens when a commu¬ 
nity accepts delegation of au¬ 
thority to boards rather than 
to the powers of locally-elect¬ 
ed councils.

The largest marina in B.C. 
is planned for Sannichton Bay 
find there is nothing Central 
Saanich can do to stop the 
development Which is sche¬ 
duled to start this summer. 

When completed. the 
marina at the end of Fer¬ 
guson Road near Turgoose 
Point, will have nearly eight 
miles of wharfage and will be 
protected by a 1,175-foot long 
breakwater to be built by the 
federal government. 

B.C.’s largest marina at 
present is in West Vancouver 
and it has 86:’. berthing 
spaces. The me planned for 
Central Saanich will contain 
1,260 berths which is more 
than the total number of 
berths of the five marinas at 
Tsehum Harbor north of Sid¬ 
ney. 

The project is to be built in 
four stages over a three-year 
period by Saanichton Marina 
Ltd., a Victoria-based firm. 

Central Saanich council de¬ 
cided last month there is 
nothing it can do to stop the 
development because it con¬ 
forms to all the zonig bylaws 
which designates the area as 
commercial-recreational. 

Mayoralty candidate Gor¬ 
don Ewan, who filed his no¬ 
mination papers Thursday af¬ 
ternoon, said later that he 
was disturbed by this “colos¬ 
sal development” planned for 
Saanichton Bay. 

Ewan is contesting Alder¬ 
man Jean Butler for the 
mayor’s position in the bye¬ 
lection on June 22 which will 
also see one alderman, and a 
Capital Regional Board diroc- 
to~ elected. 

Ewan said he would like to 
see the area developed for 
recreation of Central Saanich 
residents and there is no way 
This proposed gigantic devel¬ 
opment will benefit the rate¬ 
payers of the area.

Doctor reunited 
with D-Day 
frontline baby 


A Victoria physician and a French woman whose 
birth he attended in the front lines shortly after D-Day. 
30 years ago, were reunited Thursday in Beny-Sur-Mer, 
France. 

Lt.-Col. Roy Smillie, of 1609 Mileva Lane, then with 
the Royal Canadian Army Medical Corps attached to 
the North Nova Scotia Highlanders, was tending wound¬ 
ed on the night of June 7, 1944, at a village called Les 
Buissons, seven miles inland from where they came 
ashore at Bemieres. 

A French civilian appealed for help. A haby was 
about to be bom In a house nearby. Smillie could not 
leave tes men at that point but later he went ti ti\e 
house. The baby had been l>om and was lying on the 
floor of the front room of the farmhouse with German 
shells bursting all around. 


Smillie tended mother and child, then moved on with 
his Unit. The front-line baby now is Mme. Marie-Jose 
Maillard of Demouville, near Caen, wife of a factory 
worker and mother of four. 

She tried to find her doctor at the 25th anniversary 
ceremonies in 1969 but got the wrong man. Now in 
rather poor health, she finally met Smillie at the Beny- 
SurMer Canadian war cemetery, set in flat, open 
country two miles from the coast, where Canadian 
D-D^y survivors answered a roll call Wednesday. 

They met again Thursday at the memorial to the Ca¬ 
nadian Scottish at Ccurseulles on the coast.

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Are school buses safe?

EDMONTON (CP) — Each 
day in Alberta, 135,000 chil¬ 
dren board the big yellow 
school bus that has become a 
symbol of the modern educa¬ 
tion of the North Amferican 
child. 

Whether they travel through 
the urban areas of Edmonton 
and Calgary or through farm¬ 
land around Okotoks or Hugh- 
enden, these children put their 
safety in the hands of the peo¬ 
ple who build, sell and pur¬ 
chase school buses. 

Although Alberta has one of 
the best accident records of 
any Canadian province — less 
than .05 injury per 10,000 
miles — there are some peo¬ 
ple who say school buses just 
aren’t safe enough. 

The Alberta Federation of 
Home and School Associa¬ 
tions is one group that ques¬ 
tions bus safety. In a report to 
the department of education a 
year ago, it called for im¬ 
proved safety standards for 
drivers and machines. 

A department official said 
the report was “mare emo¬ 
tional than factual.’’ 

Other individuals, including 
a spokesman for a bus manu¬ 


facturer, said school buses are 
not as safe as commercial 
buses of similar size. 

The people who run the 
buses — school trustees and 
department officials — said 
there js no real bus safety 
problem in Alberta. 

Harold Gunderson, pres¬ 
ident of the Alberta School 
Trustees Association (A^TA) 
said: "There is some hysteria 
connected to reports about 
bus safety. 

"Thousands of children are 
transported by bus every day 
in Alberta and attention only 
centres on bus safety wlien a 
school bus is involved in some 
kind of accident with multiple 
deaths.” 

During one recent demon¬ 
stration of new buses by a 
manufacturer, represent¬ 
atives of the company out¬ 
lined 20 major design changes 
they were forced to luake be¬ 
cause of new federal regula- 
tipns, Gunderson said. 

"I don’t think most of the 
changes were necessary. 
They have caused a major in¬ 
crease in the price of school 
buses — a price the taxpayer 
must pay.” 

He said "school bus safety

Dr. Lowell Williams, execu¬ 
tive director of the ASTA, 
said few boards have come to 
the association with com¬ 
plaints about school bus safe¬ 
ty. 

‘/While we don’t have many 
complaints about safety, they 
are worried about insurance 
— making sure what they 
have is adequate and that the 
cost doesn’t get out of hand.” 

Williams said because the 
cost is getting out of hand, 
and there is some doubt cov¬ 
erage under most policies is 
adequate, the ASTA is joining 
with the Alberta Association 
of Municipal Districts and 
Counties to form the Jubilee 
Insurance Corp. Ltd. The new 
company would write blanket 
insurance policies for school 
buses and would absorb the 
cost of claims and premiums 
by speading the cost over the 
entire province. 

Education Minister Lou 
Hyftdman agreed with ASTA 
officials that bus safety in the 
province “is not a major 
problem.” 

“The accident figures arc 
just a general record, not a 
specific one for comparison,” 
Hyndman said, “it’s impossi¬ 
ble to compare Alberta with 
other provinces because of 
differences in accident report¬ 
ing methods.” 

He said some new bus safe¬ 
ty regulations will be in¬ 
troduced at the fall session of 
the legislature. > 

“We aren’t bringing in the 
new regulations because of a 
current problem but to ensure 
the same safety standards 
that are applied to large 
buses are applied to eight-and 
10-passenger units.” 


Hyndman said bus manu¬ 
facturers could make “an ab¬ 
solutely safe school bus” but 
"it would be a bus that no dis¬ 
trict in the province could af¬ 
ford to buy.” 

He said school buses are 
designed "for utilitarian safe¬ 
ty” and must be able to han¬ 
dle various ages and sizes of 
children for different types of 
transportation. 

Hyndman said while the use 
of buses to bring children 
from rural schools to cities 
for education is declining, 
there is more use of buses in¬ 
side cities. 

"We find that as families 
move out of the downtown 
core there is lots of school¬ 
room space available, while 
in the suburbs there is an 
acute shortage of classroom 
space. Attendance boundaries 
are just about a thing of the 
past as we move children all 
over town to wherever there 
is space for them.” 

Because of the growth of 
urban school-bus use. it may 
become necessary to have two 
types of training for school 
bus drivers — one for rural 
drives drivers and one for 
city drivers. 

"A rural driver has to 
worry about road conditions 
and level crossings, while the 
city driver has to worry about 
traffic jams and narrow 
streets,” said Hyndman. 

Boards which own and 
operate school buses — a lit¬ 
tle more than half the buses 
in the province are board- 
owned — are encouraged to 
replace school buses every 
eight years, said Hybdman. 

The province allows boards 
to depreciate one-eighth of the 
value of each bus annually 
until the board can afford to 
buy a new bus eight years 
later.

AUCKLAND, N.Z. (CP) 

The good times are running 
out for thousands of Tonga ns 
in New Zealand. 

And gone with the good 
times will be ample meals 
and a chance of a secondary 
education for their children. 

It is estimated that about 
3,000 Tongans work in New 
Zealand — most of them ille¬ 
gally. 

Then the government an¬ 
nounced an amnesty that will 
give them a chance to go 
home without prosecution, 
once this amnesty expired 
there would be a crackdown 
on the illegal immigrants. 

The amnesty expired June 1 
for most of the Tongans. It’s 
Aug. 1 for what have been 
defined as "key personnel.” 

For the Tongan returning 
home it will mean a sharp 
drop in income — £6 ($8.70 
Canadian) a week instead of 
the £70 to £100 they pick up 
on payday in New Zealand. 

But even a $6-a-week job is 
not eaily found in Tong&. 
There are jobs at home for 
only 6,000 of a potential work 
force of 30.000. The rest have 
to rely on subsistence farming 
of a few acres of yams, taro 
and kumera. And the land is 
running out in Tonga. 

By Tongan tribal tradition, 
every boy should receive 
eight acres of arable land on 
his 16th birthday. But there 
are too many boys and not. 
enough land. 


Most-* Tongans come to New 
Zealand on a three-month vis¬ 
itor’s permit. But few of them 
return home when their time 
is up. 

The Tongans in New Zea¬ 
land are thrifty people. They 
live in sub-standard housing 
to save rent and try to send 
home most of their money. 

A Tongan who has been in 
New Zealand for two years 
can save enough to buy a 


first-rate home in Tonga for 
about $2,000 or $3,000. 

The Tongans’ departure is 
causing headaches for indus¬ 
trial employers. In a country 
where unemployment is 
counted in the hundreds there 
is little chance of finding re¬ 
placement workers. Some 
firms face the loss of 70 per 
cent of their work force 
through the loss of the Ton¬ 
gans. 

The employers hope some 


way will be found to allow the 
Tongans to stay. 

"Lei’s face it, successive 
governments have known all 
about the illegal Tongan im¬ 
migrants being a pretty vital 
factor in many New Zealand 
industries,” one factory man¬ 
ager said. 

“But now that a public 
issue has been made, this 
government can seem to think 
of nothing but chucking out. 
the baby with the bath 
water.”

NEW YORK (DPI) - Don’t 
underestimate the effect of 
the women's liberation move¬ 
ment, directly or indirectly. 

In the pre-lib days, ask a 
girl graduate what she want¬ 
ed in life and you’d find Jjer 
answer usually ran to mar¬ 
riage and family. Ask the girl 
grad today and she's looking 
toward a career first of all. 

"Being my own person." 
wliich could be tlie theme of 


any liberationism was the an¬ 
swer repeatedly given in one 
national poll of collegians 
about to receive bachelor of 
arts or science degrees. 

Making one’s own way, 1974 
style, frequently means find¬ 
ing a fulfilling job (fulfilling 
is a key .word) or earning an 
advanced degree. More than 
in previous years, marriage 
£nd family drop all that im¬ 
portance. 

As the people who did the 


study commented, "Today’s 
grad has expanded on the 
view? of the earlier '70s. Wed¬ 
ding bells, while perhaps a 
distant goal, are definitely not 
on the front Uimer. 

"Instead, self-gratification 
through achievement in .grad¬ 
uate study or a job that is 
psychologically and financial¬ 
ly rewarding takes prece¬ 
dence over the legendary cot¬ 
tage replete with picket 
•fence.’’. 


The study was made by Es- 
mark! Inc., a Chicago-based 
firm of diversified interests 
(foods, chemicals, energy, in¬ 
surance, finance >. and was 
one of its continuing formal 
surveys of the youth market 
primarily for its own hiring 
programs. 

It sent questionnaires to 829 
a bout-to-be-graduates at 28 
universities across the U.S.. 
sampling both women and 
men. The conclusions about 


today’s girl grad were based 
largely on one question: What 
do you expect doing five 
years from now? Married? 
Career? Still in school? 

Worthy of note is the in¬ 
crease in college graduates 
compared with 1964—class of 
1964, an estimated 196,625 
women and 269,861 men. In 
1974. the totals neared the one 
million mark—433,000 women, 
"525.000 men. 

The crop of women gradu¬ 


ates ran 120.2 per cent higher 
than in 1964. The comparable

High defect rate cited 

Cars keep consumer groups going

What can you do with 75,000 
discarded 12-ounce tin cans? 
You can build a house. 

That’s what architect Mi¬ 
chael E. Reynolds did and he 
has a local lawyer living in it. 
Stephen I. Nate Ison moved in 
last October. 

Located six miles outside of 
Taos, N.M.. the most obvious 
feature is not the cans but the 
fact that the house is round. 
You can't see a can anywhere 
because the house is stuccoed 
on the outside and plastered 
on the inside. 

Yet about 50,000 scrap cans 
were used on the outside 
structural walls and another 
25,000 on the inside walls. 

Reynolds says his house 
helps clean up the waste cans 
in Taos, provides an alternate 
building material in these 
days of scarce materials, and 
cuts building costs. Also, un¬ 
skilled local labor can help in 
the construction. 

Reynolds' brother, also an 
architect, is building a can 
house in Jeffersonville. Ind. 

So far the Taos architect 
has comg up with two canned- 
wall concepts: a unit system 
used in the Natelson hbuse, 
•plus a 12-inch-wide frame'sys¬ 
tem in which the frame is 
filled with old cans and bot¬ 
tles instead of baling the cans 
in blocklike form. 

In the unit system, each 
unit is mfide up of eight cans 
and tied with baling wire. 
Four cans have to be in good 
condition, two are flattened, 
and another two are semiflat. 

"The unit is structurally 
sound. weatherproof, and 
well-insulated because of a 
foil-reflecting shield incorpo¬ 
rated in its design," adds 
Reynolds. 

The can unit has withheld 
extensive testing by the archi¬ 
tectural and engineering de¬ 
partments of the University of 
Cincinnati. 

The University of New Mex¬ 
ico now is running tests on ill© 
unit technique. The prelimi¬ 
nary opinion is that it is a 
good insulator because there 
ere several layers of metal in 
addition tQ three major air 
spaces.

other building system avail¬ 
able. 

The retail price of concrete 
block is 30 to 40 cents apiece 
while can units can be manu¬ 
factured for five cents and 
manually assembled for per¬ 
haps 10 cents each. 

Each can unit weighs less 
than half a pound. A concrete 
block, by contrast, weights 
about.50 pounds. In addition, 
skilled workers are required 
to lay and line up the blocks. 
An unskilled worker can easi¬ 
ly and quickly lay the can 
units. 

Continental Can Company 
financed the pains but not the 
construction of die Natelson 
house. Natelson got local bank 
financing. 

There’s little risk' of running 
out of old cans in the fore¬ 
seeable future, concludes the 
architect. After all. each year 
the can industry in the United 
States produces about 30 bil¬ 
lion of the 12-ounce variety. 
That’s enough to build some 
600,000 homes. 

How do you collect 75,000 
old cans in one spot? Easy, 
declares architect Reynolds. 
He got in touch with the local 
cafes which, instead of cart¬ 
ing the cans to the dump, 
hauled them to Reynolds’ site 
instead. 

"I also ran an ad in the 
local paper that I was buying 
cans and was paying half a 
ccflt apiece. That is more 
than the recycling efforts 
have been able to pay," he 
says. 

One lady in a red pickup 
truck and with at least a half 
dozen children in tow, drove 
all over town in a hunt for 
cans. "We got cans right off 
the street and thev were in

the wall by evening," Reyn¬ 
olds continues. 

What Reynolds has done is 
create a competitive building 
block from a waste product 
and further reduced costs 
through the' wide use of un- 
skiled labor. 

Who wants to live in q. 
house of cans? Natelson does 
and he’s paid about $15,000 for 
it above the land. 

The attorney, who arrived 
in Taos about four years ago 
on a skiing trip and stayed, 
sees a growing market for the 
concept and he’s teamed up 
with architect Reynolds in 
pursuit of it. 

The Natelson house includes 
a bedroom, two-storey-high 
living room with fireplace, 
dining room, kitchen, and 800- 
square-foot rooftop deck cov¬ 
ered with sod. Living space 


covers about 1.200 square 
feet. 

What’s wrong with the 
house? Natelson says he 
doesn't know of anything hp’d 
change—not yet, anyway. 

Looking ahead, Reynolds, 
says, "I'm booked solid in 
Taos. During the winter I 
stocked cans and I plan to 
build three more houses this 
summer.'

There most be an interest¬ 
ing story here, but in all my 
years of gardening and of 
reading about plants — I have 
never run across an explana¬ 
tion of how Lunaria came to 
be nicknamed Honesty. 

The name Lunaria is obvi¬ 
ous enough, for Luna refers to 
the moon, and the round, sil¬ 
very seed pod dividers cer¬ 
tainly look like little mooijs. 

★ ★ ★ 

In the United States a more 
common nickname is Money 
Plant or Silver Dollar Plant, 
and in some parts of Europe 
it is known as Saint Peter's 
Pence, again from the coin¬ 
like appearance of the pod di¬ 
viders. 

By any name, though, a 
30-cent packet of seeds is an 
investment yielding heavy re¬ 
turns, for by the end of the 
second jqar, you'll have 
enough seeds to supply the 
whole neighborhood.

WASHINGTON. July 4 — After more 
than a year of bitter fighting, a truce 
was negotiated by Henry Kissinger be¬ 
tween The White House and Capitol 
Hill. 

The cease-fire agreement culminated 
more than a month ot desperate efforts 
by Kissinger to reach an accord. In all, 
he made 178 trips up and down Pennsyl¬ 
vania Avenue carrying offers and 
counter-offers between tire two implaca¬ 
bly hostile forces. 

His historic mission began on his re¬ 
turn from Israel. "Henry,’ said the 
president, "you've worked unbelievable 
wonders in Vietnam and the Middle 
East. But all that was just a warm-up. 
Now I want you to make peace where I 
really need it — right here in Washing¬ 
ton." 

★ ★ ★ 

“Unbelievable wonders I can work, 
sir." said Kissinger, shaking his head. 
“But miracles?" 

Initially, the two sides appeared 
light-years apart. Congress demanded 
the complete withdrawal of the pres¬ 
ident from all White House territory he 
had occupied since the 1968 war with

Garden Notes 


Honesty is a biennial, 
blooming and setting seed in 
its second year from an early 
summer or midsummer sow¬ 
ing. 

While the plant is grown 
primarily for its 'branches of 
dried seed ped divider* foi' 
use in winter bouquets end 
arrangements, there is a lot to 
be said in favor of the plant 
as an early spring flower, too. 
★ ★ ★ 

The main stems are 
straight and stiff, and can be 
cut a good 12 inches long 
excellent for vase and bowl 
arrangements—and while the 
flowers of some of the plants 
have just a bit too much ma¬ 
genta in their coloring for my 
taste, it is bright and gay, and 
there are plenty of other spec¬ 
imens in any given batch free 
from the offending magenta 
tint. 

Munstead Purple is an espe¬ 
cially good variety, ranging in 
color from mauve to deep 
purple. There is also a very 




good white-flowered type, 
Alba, and another with quite 
a bit of red in its coloring, 
called Atrococcinia. 

★ ★ ★ 

All of these, together with 
the garish magenta kind, pro¬ 
vide interesting winter deco¬ 
ration for the home. 

The flowers are allowed to 
set seed, and when quite dry 
and ripe, the seed cases are 
prepared in the autumn by 
gently removing the outer 

sheath and the flat black 

seeds, leasing the delicate sil¬ 
very membrane of the seed 
pod dividers in all their grace 
and 'beauty. , 

The seeds germinate ns 

readily as radishes, and a I 
this time of the year there is 
no need to coddle them. Sim¬ 
ply sow them where the 
plants are to stand, about half 
an inch deep. 

★ ★ ★ 

Weeding is no particular 
problem, for it is easy to re¬ 
cognize the sturdy Honesty 


seedlings by their rough, saw¬ 
toothed, pointed leaves. Thin 
them oat early in life, for they 
require ample elbow room, 
growing 24 inches tall and 
with a spread of about 20 
inches. 

fn perparing the pods for 
dried winter bouquets, leave 
the plants outdoors until the 
seed capsules are thoroughly 
dry and ripe, then cut your 
branches or sprays, picking 
off all the leaves and any un¬ 
wanted seed heads. 

★ ★ ★ 

The operation of stripping 
away the exterior sheath and 
seeds is best done indoors, 
where the mess of seeds and 
skins may be swept up and 
disposed of. 

I can say this with som* 
feeling, for my family tackled 
this job on a sunny autumn 
day some year ago. and in the 
midst of the operation a sud¬ 
den gust of wind swirled a big 
pile of seeds to every pari of 
the garden. 

For the next two years we 
found a plague of Honesty 
seedlings coming up in the 
rock garden, in the asparagus 
patch, under the rhubarb and 
even in the lawn!

Kissinger’s eventual success. First, he 
wangled from Capitol Hill a pledge of 
immunity for any war crimes the presi¬ 
dent may, or may not. have committed 

plus the release of all hostages, in¬ 
cluding Haldcman, Erlichman. Mitchell 
and Stans. 

Next, in return for the president'*; 
withdrawal. Capitol Hill reluctantly

In the first, w'hile he was still the 
Apostolic Nuncio to France, he found 
himself at a banquet seated next to an 
elegant dinner partner who was wear¬ 
ing a gown of perilously low decolic- 
tage. 


agreed to offer him a Congressional 
Medal of Honor, a bust in The Hall of 
Fame, a memorial sewage plant in his 
name, a parade down Pennsylvnia Av¬ 
enue, and his likeness on the nickle, a 
postage stamp and Mount Rushmore. 

“We are very close to reaching an 
agreement, gentlemen," Kissinger told 
the press as he hurried back to The 
White House. “Both sides now seem to 
be getting exactly what they want." 

★ ★ ★ 

But a last-minute hitch developed 
and Kissinger threatened to return to 
Harvard without an accord. But the 
final obstacle was overcome when Capi¬ 
tol Hill yielded to the president's de¬ 
mand that his likeness appear not on a 
regular* stamp, but on an airmail 
stamp. 

So a beaming president withdrew 
with honor to his enclave in Key Bis- 
cayne, now surrounded by a buffer zone 
patrolled by UN troops. And a trium¬ 
phant congress happily dispatched one 
of its former leaders. (Jerald Ford, to 
occupy the disputed White House terri¬ 
tory. 

As for Kissinger, he retired The 
Nobel Peace Prize, having w f on it three 
times running. 

“Frankly, this list one was the 
toughest of all," he wearily told the 
press. “Compared to Capitol Hill and 
The White House, those Israelis ami 
Syrians were peace nuts “ 


Instead of being censorious, or em¬ 
barrassed, or pretending to ignore it. 
when dessert was served he invited her 
to take an apple which he held out fc> 
her. She was a little surprised at this 
gca^pr, but he explained with a sly 
smile, “Please do take it. Madame — it 
was only after Eve at the apple thatjhe 
hpcamt? aware of*'Ab*y Jjttlc ahe had 
oh."

Then, in the early days of his reign. 
John once made this charming confes¬ 
sion — so totally unpontifical in its 
mood — to a public audience. “It often 
happens that I lie half-awake at night 
and begin to think about a serious prob¬ 
lem and remind myself that I must con¬ 
sult the Pope about it. Then I wake up 
completely and remember' lhat I am 
the Pope! ” 

How- many “great men" of our lime, 
or any other, have been able to admit 
such touching simplicity without fear 
lhat they might lose dignity by sj 
doing? That’s almost proof of a certain 
saintliness alone.

You can “train” 
an animal in 90 days, but you * 
cannot educate It. And so with 
humans. 

The purpose of education 
goes far beyond the acquisi¬ 
tion of techniques and hastily 
memorized skills- Us purpose 
is to put us in touch with 
great ideas: ideas that can

Stepping up its battle 
against the controversial Min¬ 
eral Royalties Art, the mining 
industry released figures 
Thursday which, it says, in¬ 
dicate "an accelerating and 
alarming decline" in the 
search for new mines in B.C*. 

While the legislature con¬ 
tinued debate during a night 
sitting, representatives from 
the B.C. and Yukon Chamber 
of Mines circulated a memo¬ 
randum containing detailed 
figures on the .sharp drop in 
new claims this year. 

The memorandum was 
addressed to "members of 
tiie legislative assembly." lit 
stated that 3,836 claims were 
staked in the province be¬ 
tween Jan. 1 and April 30 of 
this year, compared with 8,405 
claims during the corre¬ 
sponding period last year, a 
drop of 54 per cent. 

The paper also said there 
had been a sharp decline in 
the number of claims held in 
good standing. 

Records of the Nanaimo, 


Cariboo, Atlm and Omineca 
divisions, the memo said, 
show that of 2,073 claims held, 
1,359 had been allowed to 
lapse. . 

"individual and eorpora- 
1 ion-free miners <are relin¬ 
quishing title to properties on 
which millions of dollars of 
work has been done, rather 
than paying a $10 rental per 
claim." it said. 

"That they would give up 
this work in lieu of a few 
thousand dollars of rental 
payments is shocking. Miners 
simply cannot make deals on 
their properties today," the 
memo said. 

"Clearly, prospectors, pub¬ 
licly-financed mining. compa¬ 
nies and large exploration 
firms aren't working in B.C. 
There are no new mines." 

And as a final warning, the 
memo said, "The spreading 
cancer of mining legislation is 
sapping the strength and vita¬ 
lity of the industry." 


In the house. Liberal Ml,A 
Patrick Me Geer (Vancouver- 
Point Grey) called again on 
the government to postpone 
the royalties bill for six 
months. 

He read the figures of the 
mining chamber's submission 
into the record, warning the 
government, that the precipi¬ 
tous decline in claims stakes 
reflected the "death of an in¬ 
dustry.” 

The debate will continue on 
an amendmenl by- Social 
Credit leader William Ben¬ 
nett, urging the government 
to withdraw the bill for six 
months. 

The bill proposes to impose 
a 2L-per-cent royalty on min¬ 
erals taken out of the ground 
in the first year. After that, 
the royalty is to increase to 5 
per cent. 

The mining industry claims 
that it won't he able to sur¬ 
vive the financial burden of 
Such royalties.

“compelling" reasons to keep

closd Thursday that the pres¬ 
ident’s name was on it. 

St. Clair earlier in the day 
confirmed news reports that 
the grand jury had voted 19 to 
0 to name Nixon as an unin- 
dieted co-conspirator — 
meaning he was implicated in 
the criminal conspiracy but 
faces no criminal penalties. 

The grand jurors reportedly 
wanted to issue an actual in- 


□ 


dictment against Nixon on 
charges cf obstruction of jus¬ 
tice, but special prosecutor 
Leon Jaworski talked them 
out of it by raising the consti¬ 
tutional question of whether 
an incumbent president could 
be indicted. 

As a result, it was dis¬ 
closed, the grand jury voted 
last February to name Nixon 
as an unindicted co-conspdra- 
tor in conjunction with the in¬ 
dictment handed down last 
March 1 of seven former pre¬ 
sidential and re-election aides 
in the coverup case. None of 
the co-conspirators were 
made public at that time. 

"This court may take judi¬ 
cial notice of recently pub¬ 
lished statements in the news 
mediia concerning disclosure 
of matters that were here¬ 
tofore and still remain under 
a protective order issued by 
this court,” St. Clair said in a 
two-sentence legal brief. 

“Public disclosure as 1o 
tiies? matters and any addi¬ 
tion d matters deemed appro¬ 
priate by this court may be 
permitted since the reasons 
fer the continuance of the pro¬ 
tective order are no longer 
compelling.’’ 

The disclosure that a feder¬ 
al grand jury had named 
Nixon added a potentially ex¬ 
plosive element to the U.S. 
House of Representatives im¬ 
peachment inquiry Thursday. 

"I think it’s a matter 
members will view rather 
seriously," said Represent¬ 
ative Peter Rodino, chairman 
of the House of Represent¬ 
atives judiciary committee. 

The grand jury action will 
have “considerable weight” 
within the committee, predict¬ 
ed Representative Wayne 
Owens (Dem.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Almost a year before a federal 
grand jury named him as an unindicted co-conspiratcr in the 
Watergate coverup. President Nixon said privately that any 
White House official in that position would be ordered to take 
a leave of absence immediately. 

But a White House spokesman adamantly refused Thurs¬ 
day to discuss the situation when asked if the president now 
is considering such actlm for himself in view of the grand 
jury’s vote last February to name him as an unindicted co¬ 
conspirator. 

“I’m not going to accept questions such as that relating 
to the president of the United States." deputy press secretary 
Gerald Warren told reporters with obvious irritation. 

"I’m just not going to do it ... I’m not going to debate 
this matter." 

The edited transcripts of White House tape recorded con¬ 
versations involving Nixon show that the president spelled 
out his policy April 17, 1973, when he told Assistant Attorney- 
General Henry Petersen: “Anybody that was an unindicted 
co-conspirator would then be immediately put on leave.” 

A moment before, Nixon had asked Petersen — then in 
charge of the federal Watergate investigation — to telNhim 
what it meant if a person were named as an unindicted co¬ 
conspirator. 

“That just means that, for one reason or another, we 
dont want to charge them at the time," Petersen replied. 

For example. I am indicted — you’re named as an ur.in- 
dicted,co-conspirator. You are just as guilty as I am but.you 
are a witness — we are not going to prosecute you.’

‘State’ police fears echo in house 


Fears of a possible “state" 
police force and political in¬ 
trigue .in B.C. were voiced 
Thursday in the Legislature. 

Opposition members ac¬ 
cused the government of try¬ 
ing to obtain powers that 
would enable it to set up a 
provincial police force. 

The "excessive powers" 
sought by the government, 
they said, were contained in 
the Police Act which was 


given second reading by the 
Legislature. 

Hugh Curtis (PC—Saanich 
and the Islands) told the 
bouse he feared that Attorney- 
General Alex Macdonald had 
been "party to creating a 
monster which he will be un¬ 
able to control." 

The act, Curtis said, would 
reduce municipal control over 
police forces by creating a 
provincial police commission. 

Centralization of police ser¬ 


vices, he said, was extremely 
dangerous and could eventual¬ 
ly result in a ministry of po¬ 
lice, difficult to keep under 
legislative control. 

The act, Curtis said, would 
enable the government to set 
up undercover agencies and 
“police forces within the po- 
lioe force." 

Ed Smith (SC—North Peace 
River) warned the Legisla¬ 
ture that the bill will permit 
the government to do any¬ 


thing it wants with police ser¬ 
vices. 

He claimed the contingent 
of 200 to 300 sheriffs to be 
trained to take over court 
duties from police could easi¬ 
ly become the nucleus of a fu¬ 
ture provincial police force, a 
state police. 

Smith argued that the con¬ 
tract with Ottawa for RCMP 
policing services in B.C. will 
expire in 1976. All the attor¬ 
ney-general would have to do 


at that time was to propose 
unacceptable terms to Ottawa 
for a new contract. 

"If the federal government 
has no choice but to refuse, 
the government can turn to 
the people and say they have 
no choice but to form a pro¬ 
vincial police force," he said.

PORT HARDY — With the comple¬ 
tion of the Vancouver Island road net¬ 
work in the next few years, it will be 
easier for visitors to explore the intrigu¬ 
ing northern part of the Island. 

At present, a growing number of visi¬ 
tors each summer make their way either 
over a long network of logging roads or 
on an tiresome ferry ride between the 
central Vancouver Island region and the 
north section and “land’s end.” 

The region attracted settlers as early 
as 1894 although Capt. James Cook visit¬ 
ed Friendly Cove on Nootka Island as 
early as 1778, and a Spanish post was 
maintained there from 1789 until 1795. 

The 1894 settlers established a base in 
ti »nal arrivals, the population rose to 
the Cape Scott area. A party of Danish 
colonists arrived in 1897 and. with addi- 
200 two years later. These first settlers 
pulled out around 1909. 

Five years later another attempt was 
made at settlement, and within a few 
years population was close to 1,000. 
Again, discouraged by hardships, the 
majority cf these settlers gave up. 

Today, abandoned homesteads along 
the Holberg to Cape Scott trail are proof 
cf the amazing efforts of the early pio¬ 
neers. One such home, the Ronning farm 
in the San Josef Valley, is surrounded by 
tree species from around the world. 


Fishing has been an imfwrtant in¬ 
dustry and Alert Bay. PorUHardy, Soin- 
tula- and Winter Harbour were centres of 
fishing fleet activity. Following the Sec¬ 
ond World War, a whaling station operat¬ 
ed at Coal Harbour until 1967. 

The many streams and rivers of the 
north island abound in fish and provide 
many hours of pleasure and sport for 
those hardy enough to trek into the area. 

The major factor in development has 
been the forest industry. A pulp mill was 
opened at Fort Alice in 1918. Natural 
protected waterways of Quatsino Sound 
permitted the growth of several logging 
operations to supply that mill. Other 
operations, not directly associated with 
Pori Alice, subsequently developed in 
other areas. 

Three cf the communities built on the 
logging industry have only recently re¬ 
ceived letters patent made possible by 
government legislation to permit the cre¬ 
ation of “instant” municipalities. 

Rumble Beach, incorporated June 16, 
1965. was the first of such municipalities 
in the province. This modern, plannea 
c ommunity has risen on virgin land. 

Port McNeill. Which developed from a 
logging camp in 1938, and Pert Hardy, 
an old and important community since 
the early days, received their letters pat¬ 
ent shortly afterward.

Speed seizure 
Island record

The largest seizure ever on 
Vancouver Island of the con¬ 
trolled drug commonly known 
as speed was made Thursday 
in a downtown Victoria hotel 
end police said two men may 
be charged today. 

A spokesman for the multi¬ 
force Greater Victoria drug 
squad said squad members 
and Victoria police seized be¬ 
tween five and 10 lbs., of 
speed, a crystalline powder 
formally called methamphe- 
taminc. 

Other sources said 10 lbs., 
of speed might sell on the 
street for more than $250,000. 

The police spokesman de¬ 
clined to name the hotel. He 
raid that after an investiga¬ 
tion of “many w'eeks” officers 
were on watch from Wednes¬ 
day night until four men were 
picked up during the noon 
hour Thursday for question¬ 
ing. 

He said two of the men, one 
of them a Victoria area resi¬ 
dent. probably would appear 
this morning in Victoria Pro¬ 
vincial Court on a charge of 
possession of a controlled 
drug for the purpose of traf¬ 
ficking. 

The spokesman said it was 
possible others might also ap¬ 
pear in court and a different 
charge might be laid. 

One source said one of the 
men was arrested in the ho¬ 
tel’s busy cocktail lounge 
without a struggle. The drug' 
seizure was made elsewhere 
in the hotel. 

Speed entered the Van- 
couver-Victoria drugs scene 
in the late 1960s shortly after 
the fad for chemical drugs 
began with LSD. It had never 
been as popular as LSD be¬ 
cause, as one source put it, 
“you don’t get the bang out of 
it that you do from LSD.” 

He said LSD “comes on 
quicker and lasts longer.” 

Speed is’sold as a paj>er, 


heroin sells by the capsule, 
LSD by the hit, and mari¬ 
juana by the joint or baggie. 

-A paper of speed costs $10 
and there are seven papers to 
a gram. With 28 grams in an 
ounce, that means an ounce of 
speed is converted into 196 
papers on the street, or $1,960 
in cash. 

Thus a i»ound of speed re¬ 


tails for $31,360 and 10 pounds 
goes for $313,600. 

Indications‘were the seizure 
might fall short of 10 pounds 
but the sources said a cash 
value of $250,000 or more 
might be involved. 

They said the largest pre¬ 
vious seizure of speed on Van¬ 
couver Island involved an es¬ 
timated 1,400 papers or about 
5 per cent of the new haul in 
Victoria.

Garden Notes 


Over the past few years, at 
least 25 readers have sent me 
dried sprays of Honesty for 
identification — two of these 
enquiries in just the past 
week and this has started 
me wondering how this plant 
ever came by this name. 

There must be an interest¬ 
ing story here, but in all my 
years of gardening and of 
reading about plants — I have 
never run across an explana¬ 
tion of how Lunaria came to 
be nicknamed Honesty. 

The name Lunaria is obvi¬ 
ous enough, for Luna refers to 
the moon, and the round, sil¬ 
very seed pod diriders cer¬ 
tainly look like little moons. 

★ ★ ★ 

In the United States a more 
common nickname is Money 
Plant or Silver Dollar Plant, 
and in some parts of Europe 
i*t is known as Saint Peter's 
Pence, again from the coin¬ 
like appearance of the pod di¬ 
viders. 

By any name, though, a 
30-cent packet of seeds is an 
investment yielding heavy re¬ 
turns, for by the end of the 
second year, you’ll have 
enough seeds to supply the 
whole neighborhood.

WASHINGTON. July 4 — After more 
than a year of bitter fighting, a truce 
was negotiated by Henry Kissinger be¬ 
tween The White House and Capitol 
Hill. I 

The cease-fire agreement culminated 
more than a month of desperate efforts 
by Kissinger to reach an accord. In all, 
he made 178 trips up and down Pennsyl¬ 
vania Avenue carrying offers and 
counter-offers between the two implaca¬ 
bly hostile forces. 

His historic mission began on his re¬ 
turn from Israel. ‘‘Henry,’ said the 
president, "you’ve worked unbelievable 
wonders in Vietnam and the Middle 
East. But all that was just a warm-up. 
Now I want you to make peace where I 
really need it— right here in Washing¬ 
ton.” 

* ★ ★ 

"Unbelievable wonders I can work, 
sir,’’ said Kissinger, shaking his head. 
"But miracles?” 

Initially, the two sides appeared 
light-years apart. Congress demanded 
the complete withdrawal of the pres¬ 
ident from all Whi^e House territory he 
had occupied since the 1968 war with 


Honesty is a biennial, 
blooming and setting seed in 
its second year from an early 
summer or midsummer sow¬ 
ing. 

While the plant is. grown 
primarily for its branches of 
dried seed pod dividers for 
use in winter bouquets and 
arrangements, there is a lot to 
be said in favor of tlie plant 
as an early spring flower, too.

The main stems are 
straight and stiff, and can be 
cut a good 12 inches long- 
excellent for vase and bowl 
arrangements—and while the 
flowers of some of the plants 
have just a*bit too much ma¬ 
genta in their coloring for my 
taste, it is bright and gay, and 
there are plenty 6f other spec¬ 
imens in any given batch free 
from the offending magenta 
tint.' 

Munstead Purple is an espe¬ 
cially good variety, ranging in 
color from mauve to deep 
purple. There is also a very 


good white-flowered type, 
Alba, and another with quite 
a bit of red in its coloring, 
called Atrococcinia. 

k k k 

All of these, together with 
the garish magenta kind, pro¬ 
vide interesting winter deco¬ 
ration for the home. 

The flowers are allowed to 
set seed, and when quite dry 
and ripe, the seed cases are 
prepared in the autumn by 
gently removing the outer 
sheath and the flat black 
seeds, leaving the delicate sil¬ 
very membrane of the seed 
pod dividers in all their grace 
and beauty. 

The seeds germinate as 
readily as radishes, and at 
this time of the year there is 
no need to coddle them. Sim¬ 
ply sow them where the 
plants are to stand, about half 
an inch deep. 

★ ★ ★ 

Weeding is no particular 
problem, for it is easy to re¬ 
cognize the sturdy Honesty

seedlings by their rough, saw¬ 
toothed, pointed leaves. Thin 
them out early in life, for they 
require ample elbow room, 
growing 24 inches tall and^’ 
with a spread of about 20 
inches. 

In perparing the pods for 
dried winter bouquets, leave 
the plants outdoors until the 
seed capsules are thoroughly 
dry and ripe, then cut your 
branches or sprays, picking 
off all the leaves and any un¬ 
wanted seed heads. 

★ ★ * 

The operation of stripping 
away the exterior sheath and 
seeds is best done indoors, 
where the mess §f seeds and 
skins may be swept up and 
disposed of. 

I can say this with some 
feeling, for my family tackled 
this job on a sunny autumn 
day some year ago, and in the 
midst of the operation a sud¬ 
den gust of wind swirled a big 
pile of seeds to every part of 
the garden. 

For the next two years we 
found a plague of Hones ly 
seedlings coming up in thr 
rock garden, in the asparagus 
patch, under the rhubarb and 
even in the lawn! 




The Democrats. In return, they offered 
only cessation of further hostilities. 

The president, on the other hand, 
swore he would never retreat an inch 
from the “secure and defensible 
borders” of The White House fence. 

He accused Capitol Hill of firing 
dally barrages of subpoenaes at him, 
encroaching on presidential perogatives, 
conducting unwarranted assaults on 
presidential tapes and brainwashing 
shell-shocked White House troops, like 
John Dean, through threats and intimi¬ 
dation. 

At Kissinger’s urging, however, the 
president made one concession: He 
agreed to curb terrorist attacks by fa¬ 
natic White House guerillas on Demo¬ 
cratic headquarters and psychiatrists’ 
offices. 

* it it 

"But, remember, Henry, when I say 
I want peace, it must be peace with 
honor,” he warned Kissinger grimly. "I 
must bring myself home on my feet and 
not on my knees.” 

This proved the key to the brilliant 
Kissinger’s eventual success. First, he 
wangled from Capitol Hill a pledge of 
immunity for any war crimes the presi¬ 
dent may, or may not, have committed 
— plus the release of all hostages, in¬ 
cluding Haldeman, Erlichman, Mitchell 
and Stans. 

Next, in return for the president s 
withdrawal, Capitol Hill reluctantly 


agreed to offer him a Congressional 
Medal of Honor, a bust in The Hall of 
Fame, a memorial sewage plant in his 
name, a parade down Pennsylvnia Av¬ 
enue, and his likeness on the nickle, a 
postage stamp and Mount Rushmore. 

“We are very clpse to reaching an 
agreement, gentlemen,” Kissinger told^ 
the press as he hurried back to Th»5 
White House. “Both sides now seem to 
be getting exactly what they want.” 

* ★ ★ 

But a last-minute hitch developed 
and Kissinger threatened to return to 
Harvard without an accord. But the 
final obstacle was overcome when Capi¬ 
tol Hill yielded to the president’* de¬ 
mand that his likeness appear not on a 
regular stamp, but on an airmail 
stamp. 

So a beaming president withdrew 
with honor to his enclave in Key Bis- 
oayne, now surrounded by a buffer zone 
patrolled by UN troops. And a trium¬ 
phant congress happily dispatched one 
of its former leaders. Gerald Ford, to 
occupy the disputed White House terri¬ 
tory. 

As for Kissinger, he retired TTie 
Nobel Peace Prize, having won it three 
times running. 

“Frankly, this last one was the 
toughest of all,” he wearily told the 
press. "Compared to Capitol Hill and 
The White House, those Israelis and 
Syrians were peace nuts."

I was pleased to read recently a 
report from the Vatican that a move is 
under way to beatify the late Pope John 
XXIII, as a step toward naming him a 
saint in the Roman Catholic Church. 
(And an ancient ecclesiastical curse 
upon the infidel of a typesetter who 
turns “beatify” into “beautify”!) 

It’s hard to imagine anyone in the 
world today, be he Christian, Jew, Turk 
or Druid, who wouldn’t go along with 
this. Whether one believes in saints or 
not, certainly >John was one of the great 
figures of the 20th century, as candid, 
simple, shrewd, pious, endearing and 
humane a man as we have seen in our 
time. 

it it it 

Actually, contrary to what many 
persons think, it is extremely difficult 
jp achieve, official canonization as a 




saint. It took both Joan of Arc and Sir 
Thomas More some 500 years to make 
it — she in 1920, and he not until 1935. 

And the popular phrase, “the devil’s 
advocate,” is not generally recognized- 
as coming from the "trial’ of a person 
nominated for sainthood, where a prose¬ 
cutor is appointed to attack forcibly all 
the evidence in favor of canonization. 
(In the Roman church, miracles must 
be submitted in evidence, but no Catho¬ 
lic is obliged to believe in them.) 

★ ★ * 

There are two stories about John — 
among many others, all authenticated 
which have always especially tickled 
me. since they exemplify his sweetness 
of character combined with much in¬ 
telligence, and his genuine humility in 
assuming the post of Pontiff. 

In the first, while he was still the 
Apostolic Nuncio to France, he found 
himself at a banquet seated next to an 
elegant dinner partner who was wear¬ 
ing a gown of perilously low decolle- 
tage. 


Instead of being censorious, or em¬ 
barrassed, or pretending to ignore it. 
when dessert was served he invited her 
to take an apple which he held out to 
her. She w’as a little surprised at this 
gesture, but he explained with a sly 
smile, "Please do take it, Madame — ii 
was only after Eve at the apple that she 
became aware of how little she had 
on.”

The purpose of education 
goes far beyond the acquisi¬ 
tion of techniques and hastily 
memorized skills. Its purpose 
is to put us in touch with 
great ideas: ideas that can

Ideas come down to us from 
the past and are distilled in 
the minds of great men who 
have reacted to them in their 
own unique way.

— all the time. 

A chatftable person is not 
someone who once gave 
money to a noble cause.

With truly educated persons 
it is not what they once .knew 
that counts, but rather their 
willingness to search out the 
old ideas they’ve missed and 
the new ideas still a-borning.

"I’m not going to accept questions such as that relating 
to the president of the United States.” deputy press secretary 
Gerald Warren told reporters with obvious irritation.

The edited transcripts o{ White House tape recorded con¬ 
versations involving Nixon show that the president spelled 
out his policy April 17. 1973. when he told Assistant Attorney- 
General Henry Petersen: “Anybody that was an unindicted 
co-conspirator would then be immediately put on leave." 

A moment before. Nixon had asked Petersen — then in 
charge of the federal Watergate investigation to tell him 
what it meant if a person were named as an unindicted co¬ 
conspirator. 

“That just means that, for one reason or another, we 
dont want to charge them at the time,” Petersen replied. 

“For example. l am indicted — you’re named as an unin¬ 
dicted co-conspirator. You are just as guilty as I am but you 
arc a witness we arc not going to prosecute you.’

Fears of a possible “state" 
police force and jiolitical in¬ 
trigue in B.C. were voiced 
Thursday in the Legislature.

Hugh Curtis (PC-Saanich 
and the Islands I told the 
house he feared that Attorney- 
General Alex Macdonald had 
been “party to«creating a 
monster which he will be un¬ 
able to control.” 

The act, Curtis sahl, would 
reduce municipal control over 
police forces by creating a 
provincial police commission. 

Centralization of police ser¬ 


vices, he said, was extremely 
dangerous and could eventual¬ 
ly result in a ministry of po¬ 
lice, difficult to keep under 
legislative control. 

The act, Curtis said, would 
enable the government to set 
up undercover agencies and

Smith argued that the con¬ 
tract with Ottawa for RCMP 
policing services in B.C. will 
expire in 1976.
